W.  Eastman,  Lawrence 
street,  Victoria',  ahd  Mrs.  A.  McDonald, 
Moss  street  of  this  city,  by  his  first 
wife  wliom  he  married  shortly  after 
his  arrival  In  Victoria,  and  two  younger 
boys,  Howard  and  Arthur,  by  his  sec- 
ond ■  wife  to  whom  he  was  married 
about  %ight  years  and  who  survives 
him.

In  some  of  the 
stone  quarries  women  work,  but  never  at 
labor  requiring  skill.  in  AuhI*jUl  they 
aro  employed  as  section  hands  'try  the 
railway,  and  in  Vienna  were  even  to  be 
seen  illgglng  In  the  ditches  sUle  by  side 
with  itien.  In  I'olaml  most  of  the  farm 
work  Is  done  by  women.  This  has  not 
the  same  effect  upon  lliem  as  tlic  heavy 
monotonous  labor  npoken  of  aliove.  "All 
ilay  lonK,"  say.**  Mr.  Washington,  "one 
sees  these  women,  with  Ihelj-  briglit 
colored  costumes,  coniinj?

Several    canoes    came.     olT      and 
CaipL  Watren  noticed  flioy  had  firearms 
concealed  under  blankets.  Capt.  "Warren 
ordered  a  rifle  brought  to  him  and  when 
it   was   handed  to   him,   the  Indians  be- 
gan   shooting    from,  the    canoes.    Cajit. 
■\Varren   and   others   opened   fire,   and   at 
the    first    volley    two    natives    trere' kill- 
ed.  The  flght   c»ntinued   for  some   time, 
fourteen     of     the     Indians     being    killed 
and  sljc  wounded.  Capt.  Warren  received 
a    charge    of    buckshot    which    laid    him 
uip  for  some  time,  and  two  of  his  crew 
wore  woupded.

Why  should  not  the  seller  of  la- 
bor, the  only  commodity  he  has  for  sale, 
bo  allowed  to  demand  the  price?  And  why 
should  not  the  worker,  either  Individually 
or  collectively,  be  allowed  to  refuse  the 
price  offered  to  him  tor  his  labor  by  those 
who  aro  In  the  market  for  ItT  Volumes 
have  been  written  on  this  subject,  but  the 
fundamental  principle  will  never  be  over- 
thrown.— International    Steam    Engineer.

"Boom!  Crash!  Bang!" 
This  is  not  an  attempt  at  Fourth  of  July 
pyrotechnics.  It  is  a  poor,  weak  effort  to  con- 
vey an  idea  of  the  death  agonies  of  one  of 
those  magnificent  pine  trees  which  make  up 
Vancouver  Island's  matchless  forests.  Their 
lordly  heads  are  being  bowed  in  the  dust  daily 
by  hundreds,  nay,  by  thousands,  which  is 
something  on  which  we  congratulate  ourselves, 
for  these  mighty  sticks" rearing  their  topmost 
branches  well-nigh  into  the  clouds,  the  product 
i)f  countless  ages,  mean  money — glittering 
piles  of  it,  unimaginable  quantities  of  that 
which  makes  for  human  happiness  and  for 
much  human   misery. 

Although  statisticians  say  there  is  enough 
timber  in  the  Canadian  West  to  last  until  the 
time  that  scientists  have  fixed  for  the  predict- 
ed destruction  of  the  Dominion  by  an  all-em- 
bracing overflow  of  ice  and  snow  of  the  polar 
regions,  and  although  the  operations  of  timber- 
men  now  seem  only  to  make  an  infinitesmal  in- 
road on  the  total  supply  from  year  to  year — 
in  spite  of  these  facts  it  appears  little  less  than 
tragic^  to  witness  the  devastation  of  the  for- 
ests. Who  having  had  the  experience  of  Wit- 
nessing the  spectacle  has  not  been  struck  with 
a  sentiment  of  almost  poignant  regret  as  one 
])roud  denizen  of  the  wild  after  another  has 
fallen,  been  stripped  of  its  enveloping  branches, 
and  the  naked  body,  imposing  even  in  its 
pfone  state,  was  clragged  to  the  point  of  ship- 
ment? Isn't  the  reflection  forced  that  it  is 
akin  to  sacrilege  to'  rob  that  tiling,  which  has 
been  defying  the  winds  and  the  storm  for 
aeons  before  the  invasion  of  the  white  human 
armies,  of  the  right  to  continue  its  regal  exist- 
ence?

been  touched  upon.  How  so?  Is  not  man's 
patient  and  always  triumphant  struggle  with 
the  Lords  of  the  Forest,  and  his  infinite  vari- 
ety of  troublesome  satelites.  the  first  step  in 
progres.s?  However  common  the  story,  isn't 
it  interesting  always  to  note  the  facility,  the 
ease,  and  the  confidence  with  which  man,  Lil- 
liputian physically  in  a  comparative  sense,  but 
great  intellectually,  marches  into  strange 
lands  and  conquers— converting  its  minutest 
resource  into  commodities  that  will  benefit  the

But  "that  doesn't  affect  the  state- 
ment that  tlic  influence  of  their  efforts  is  a 
great  deal  more  far-reaching  than  the  mere

For  ex- 
ample, there  is  "Coombes,"  named  after  Lhc 
Salvation  Army  commissioner  wlu)  nas  been 
SO  prominently  identified  with  the  bringing 
out  of  desirable  settlers,  and  "McBride,"  a 
name  which  is  a  household  word  in  British 
Colutnbia.

Along  one  section  curiosity  is  aroused  by 
dainty,  tiower-deckcd  cottages.

reference  -has  been  made ;  as  happy  and  con- 
tented as  can  be  conceived  each  home  the  pic- 
ture of  domestic  bliss.  And  so  the  E.  &  N. 
railway,  throughout  the  great  part  of  its  route 
to  the  West  Coast,  runs  through — not  an  en- 
tirely uninhabited,  unproductive,  wild  and 
dreary  waste  of  morass  and  mountain  with  an 
occasional  valley  of  timber,  as  some  imagine — 
but  instead,  it  traverses  a  rapidly  settling 
scries  of  agricultural  districts,  destined,  be- 
yond peradventure,  to  become  one  of  the  rich- 
est of  the  Island's  assets. 
"Cameron  Lake!"' 

At  this  warning  all  passenger.'^  gather  up 
their  goods  and  chattels.  It  is  the  line's  end. 
It  marks  the  northerly  limit  of  the  railway's 
operation  up  to  date.  The  majority  hustle  into 
the  waiting  automobile,  and  tally-ho  stages  to 
be  driven  throngh  to  Alhcrni.  the  community 
which  only  waits  the  arrival  of  the  two  aven- 
ues of  rail  transjiortation  now  striding  on- 
ward in  its  direction  to  bring  it  before  the 
public  eye  as  one  of  the  infant  prodigies  among 
Western  cities.  But  one  or  two  have  come 
to  view  the  scenic  attractions,  to  test  the  fish- 
ing (jualities,  and  to  enjoy  a  short  stay  at  Cam- 
eron Lake.  It  is  a  body  of  water  five  miles 
long  and  one  and  a  half  miles  wide,  that  nestles 
in  the  heart  of  the  mountains,  being  guarded 
by  tlie  most  lordly  of  all  of  that  locality — 
Mount  Arrowsmith.  Fed  in.  the  sunimer  by 
the  melting  snows  of  the  adjacent  peaks,  its 
water  is  icy  cold  almost  the  year  round,  and 
con.sequentiy  it.s  trout  are  Ijcautifully  condi- 
tioned, and  as  sporty,  as  any  to  be  found  on 
the  coa.si.  Mere  is  the  ideal  spot  for  a  sum- 
mer resort.  Is  it  ncces.^ary  to  say  tliat  the 
railway  company,  w^ith  its  usual  foresight,  has 
realized  this?  Already  ithas  been  announced 
that  a  chateau  is  to  be  erected  there  for  the 
convenience  of  tourists  wishing  to  spend  pleas- 
antly, out  of  the  range  of  the  scorching  heat 
of  the  East  and  the  South,  a  quiet  vacation. 
No  more  suitable  spot  could  be  imagined. 
Those  W'ith  piscatorial  tendencies  will  be  able 
to  indulge  them  ;  those  whose  fancy  tjuns  t(j 
the  scaling  of  natural  heights  will  have  an 
outing  at  hand  that  should  delight  their 
hearts,  namely,  the  conquering  of  Mount  Ar- 
rowsmith ;  and  those  v;'ho  prefer  absolute  rest 
will  be  able  to  dream  away  the  days  amid 
channing  surroundings. 

At    ])rc>enl    the    site    of    the    contemplated 
summer   establishment     is     occupied     by     the 
tents    of    the    sur\eyors,    who    have    been    en- 
gaged for   three    years    in    the   work    of    pre- 
paring  the   way    for   the   grading   contractors.

The  Queen's  dress,  a  white  satin  Frincess  gown,  has  front  and  back  panels  thickly  cm- 
broidcrcfHii  briirht  and  dull  gold.  The  emblems  upon  it  are  \\\c  Rose  of  England,  the 
Shamrock  of  Ireland,  and  the  Thistle  of  Scotland,  the  l.ottis  ..f  India  and  the  Star  of  In- 
dia. Round  the  foot  of  the  skirl  is  :i  \\a\ed  effect,  re])resenting  the  sea  which  encircles  the 
Empire,  finished  by  a  cable  linking  oak  leaves  and  acorns  to  dejiote^  the  links  between 
Great  liritain  and  the  colonics.  The  train  is  of  royal  purple  velvet.  The  emblems  upon  it 
are  the  Rose.  Shamrock,  and  Thistle.  These  grow  up  from  a  thi<-k  root  of  interlaced 
stems,  the  main  stem  of  Rose.

Cnriousiy  enough  nine  other  individuals  who 
volunteered   were   bitten     by     infected     mos- 
quitoes, which  had  filled  themselves  with  blood 
from  yellow  fever  cases,  but  not  one  of  the 
nine  took  the  fever.     Here  it  was  discovered 
that  a  certain  time   was   required  for  the  de- 
velojjment  of  the  microlie  in  the  insect  in  or- 
der that   it  might  be  capable  of  inducing  the 
disease  in  man.     The  insect  requires   12  days 
at  least  in  order  that  the  germs  may  incubate 
in  its  body  reach  its  salivary  glands,  and  so 
be    callable    of    conveying    the    diseas;.*    to    the 
person  bitten.     It  has   been   pointed  cnn  that 
the  disease  depends  on  the  presence  of  patients 
from  whom  the  mosquito  can  obtain  the  germ, 
;ind  if  the  mosquito  is  absent  from  an  infected 
locality,   the   yellow   fever   patient   is   hini.self 
harmless — that   is,    the    disease    is    not    trans- 
mitted from  person  to  person,  any  more  than 
is,   say,  typhoid  fever,      in   cold   weather  yel- 
low fever   dies   away   because    ihe    intermedi- 
ates— that  is.  the  mosquitoes,  are  killed.     Sir 
R.  Boyce  tells  us  that  infection  comes  from 
the  black  races,  because  the    whites   are    iK^t 
in;munized'in  sufTicient  numbers.    The  blacks, 
through  a  long  course  of  the  disease,  become 
immune  because  in  childhood  they  exhibit  the 
disease  in  a  very  mild  form,  bu'  they  can  in- 
fcCi  the  mosquito,  and  so  the  disease  reaches 
tue  white  race.     The     work     of    Sir     Rubert 
00.  ce   will  form   a  valuable  book  to   medical 
men  interested  in  the  history  and  the  preven- 
tion  of  yellow   fever.     His  description   of   the 
vari<nis  means  adopted  lo     prevent     the     de- 
velopment of  the  mosquitoes  and  their  larvae 
is    particularly    interesting.      The    abolilif)n    of 
swampS'   the    care    of    water-supplies,    and    tlie 
noting  of  the  breeding  i)laccs  of  the  mosquito 
are  all  iioints  involved  in  the  work  of  preven- 
tion.    The  author's  own  rcsearclies  into  yellow 
fever     conditions     serve     to     emphasize     the 
views  he  details.     His  work  will  lie  welcomed 
on  both  sides  of  the  .Atlantic.     Jn   luirope  as 
an  authoritative  account  of  yellow   fever,  and 
in  .America  as  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
details  of  prevention. 

Lay  Morals 


Jt  is  more  than  sixteen  years  since  Steven- 
son died,  and  now  another  more  or  less  post- 
humous volume  appears,     "Lay     Morals,  and 
Other   I'aper.s."  by  Robert    Louis     Stevenson 
(Chatto  and   Windus).     More  or  less  posthu- 
mous the  b(,)ok  may  be  called,  because  some  of 
the  papers  are  evidently  reprinted  from  maga- 
zines or  other  sources ;     but     the     titlcpiecc, 
wdiich   is  a   fragment,  and     three     untinishcd 
stories   do   not   appear   to   have   hitherto   been 
published.      Fveadcrs   would   have   been   grate- 
ful  for  some  editorial  right  on  the  dates  and 
circumstances  of  com[)osition  of     the  various 
papers'  and  the  reason  for  the  delay  in  publi- 
cation; Init,  exce])t  in   one  case,     nothing     is 
vouchsafed.     The  exception   is  "Lay   Morals." 
of  which  wc  arc  told  that  these  "chapters  of 
a  projected  treatise  on  ethics  were  drafted  at 
Kdinburgh  in  the  spring  of   1879."     The  year 
1879  was  an  early  one  in  Stevenson's  literary 
career,   for  he   had  then   published  only   three 
books,  "Travels  with  a  Donkey,"  "An. Inland 
V^oyagc,"       and       "Edinburgh:      Picturesque 
Motes."     Whatever   the   date   of   the   various 
papers,   however,   the   new  volume   will   be   a 
delight  to  all  good  Stevensonians.     It  is  true 
'R.   L.   S."  in   its  cheery  philosophy,  and   the 
familiar  clear-cut  style  with  the  frequent  "lu- 
minous  phrase."     The  title  essay   is   like   an 
amp|liftcation  of  the  famous  Christmas     Scr- 


ing  and  going  on  the  roads  for  miles  about. 
And  just  to  the  right  of  the  castle  for  all  to 
vfcw  who  entered  the  city  stpod  the  gallows, 
lic'veT'enipty  of  a  vtctim.  affd  m"tlre*  market 
place  almost  daily,  the  stake  and  its  chains 
held  another  poor  prisoner,  while  it  was  no 
uncommon' sight  to  behold  a  man  hanged  in 
his  own  doorway,  or  a  wom'Un  shot  by  the 
king's  archers  for  venturing  too  close  to  the 
castle  walls.  And  all  because  of  a  miserable, 
.scheming  monarch's  fearful  suspicions  that 
bodily  harm  was  meant  to  him. 

And  yet  Louis  XL  was  something. ot  a 
statesman,  and  not  to  be  duped  by  the  most 
clever,  but  as  the  story  depicts  him  he  is  such, 
an  out  and  out  scoundrel  that,  one's  sympa- 
thies are  entirely  with  Louis  La  Motha,  and 
the  girl  Ursula  De  Vese,^  and  the  pcKir  little 
neglected  and  exiled  dauphin. 

It  is  Louis'  la  Motha  that  tlie  King  wishes 
to  use  as  a  means  to  put  an  end  to  the  h<-*''' 
to  the  throne  of  France,  siitid  he  wins  HJa  w.i> 
to  the  young  man's  confidence  by  show'ing,  or 
pretending  to  show^  the  true  side  of  his  n»-' 
ture,  wdiich  is  dominant  with  a  father's^  lOve 
for  his  child.  So  firmly  convinced  fs  la 
Motha  of  the  King's  affection  for  the  dauphin 
that  he  unhesitatingly  departs  for  Amboise 
\vhere#ftlittl6  prince  lives-  and  begins  '  by 
carrying  out  Louis'  commands  to  the  letter. 

Ursula  de  Vese  is  the  guardian  of  little 
Charles,  and  a  braver,  truer  or  more  beautiful 
guardian  could  not  be  found.  And  de  Motha 
is  only  24.  handsome,  gallant,  merry  with  all 
of  youth's  high  hopes  and  ideals,  S6  that  the 
resiilt  when  the  two  meet  is  not  hard  to  be 
guessed.  Twice  with  the.  girl's  help  the  Uttle 
dauphin's  life  is  saved  by  la  Motha  and  it  is 
onlv  when  for  the  time  the  child's  life  is  de- 
liberately' threatened,  that  the  truth  comes 
home  tola  Motha,  and  he  understands  at  last 
wdiat  the   King  has  desired  of  him..,  .. 

l''icrccly  aiigry  and  resentful  he  is  about 
to  return  to  \'almy  to  offer  his  resignation  to 
a  monarch  be  no  longer  respects  ;i~  a  man  or 
a  King,  when  sometliing  happens  \vhich  kin- 
dles or  rekindles  Louis'  affection  for  his  .son. 
La  Motha  is  sent  for,  and  Ursula  de  V'e.se, 
fearful  that  her  lover's  life  is  to  be  sacrificed- 
accompanies  him  in  spite  of  that  young  man  s 
opposition  to  her  entreaties.  They  receive  an 
immediate  audience  with  his  Majesty,  and  the 
King,  overjoyed  to  hear  of  his  son's  deliver- 
ance, grateful  to  those  two  who  had  so  taith- 
fully  guarde<l  the  boy,  llinl-^ell  nniles  llieir 
hands  and   gives   the   twei   his   blessing. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  characters  in 
the  book  is  Francois  Villon,  who,  ii  will  be 
remembered,  lived  about  this  time?  lie  \".  as 
an  erratic  genius,  he  wrote  poems  which  be- 
came the  fashion,  and  which  contained  pinch 
that  was  sound  and  l.)eauliful,  and  much  that 
was  immoral  and  false?  He  led  a  wandering, 
dare-devil  existence-  and  in  the  story  is  the 
ironical,  poet-philosopher,  dissolute,  amiable 
and  wine-bibbing,  retained  by  the  King  for 
liis  slight  services  in  tlie  way  of  am.uscment 
to  his  majesty.

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PATRIOTISM   AND   LOYALTY 

Nuwada\-    ur   licar   much   of   loyaltv     and 
liltlc    of   i)a'tri(.ti.siii.      One    might   ahnost    say 
thai   patriotism   is  a   forgotten   sentiment,   but 
ihc  exi'lanati-on  of  the  measure  of  disuse  into 
whicli   the  term   has  fallen  is  probably  due  to 
the   lad   that    the  vaguer  term  is  assumed   in 
a  bcnse  lo  include  it.     But  patriotism  is  a  dis-' 
vinct   sentiment,      ll    means   something   of    it- 
self, whereas  loyalty   has   no   meaning  excdpt 
in  relation  to  soiuething  else.     We  say  a  man 
is  loyal,  but  until  we  say  to  what  he  is  loyal 
we  convey  no  definite  idea.     If  we  say  he  is 
loval  to  his  country,  we  mean  he  is  patriotic; 
if 'we  say  he  is  loyal  to  the  Crown,  we  may, 
only  mean  that  he  is  devoted  to  the  institu- 
tions  which   the  Crown  represents,   quite   n- 
respective  of  the  individual  who  for  the  time 
being  happens  to  wear  the  Crown.     In  con- 
sequence of   the   development   of   the   imper- 
sonality of  the  sovereign  the  expression     of 
loyalty  to  the  King  has  not  really  very  much 
practical  signincancc  nuwduaj-a.     ^<^s.  .wj-.^^ 
may  only  mean  fidelity  to  a  political   party, 
or  to  something  else  that  is  only  sectional  or 
personal. 

Let  us  try  and  make  our  meaning  clear, 
not  because  anything  turns  upon  it  but  only 
that  we  may  contribute  a  revival  of  the  idea 
nf  patriotism.     In  the  reign ^of  Elizabeth  the 


Roman  Catholic  gentry  of  England  and  aT 
good  many  others  were  far  from  being  loyal 
to  the  Queen.  They  absolutely  disputed  her 
right  to  the  Grown  and  were  prepared,  to 
tight  to  depose  her,  if  any  one,  whom  they  re- 
garded as  the  legitimate  sovereign,  was  like- 
ly to  be  able  to  make  good  his  claim.  Yet 
when  Philip  of  Spain  prepared  to  descend 
upon  the  country  with  tlie  Armada,  the  whole 
nation  sprang  to  arms.  The  people  were 
patriotic  to  the  core ;  they  were  also  loyal  to 
tlie  system  of  government  for  which  the 
Crown  stood..  When  the  threatened  danger 
was  removed  a  large  element  of  the  popula- 
tion relapsed  into  its  condition  of  disloyalty 
to  the  Queen.  Today  there  are  people  in 
EnglancTwho.  while  with  good  reason  claim- 
ing to  be  patriotic  and  loyal  to  what  the  Crown 
i-enresents.  are  "ot  loyal  to  King  George  V„ 
l.ecaus"e  tliey  regard  him  as  illegally  on  the 
Throne.  They  claim  that  Parliament  had  no 
right  to  set  aside  the  claims  of  the  Stuarts  as  • 
represented  by  the  descendants  of  James  II. 
A  story  is  told  of  a  visit  paid  by  the  late  Kmg 
to  a  picture  gallery  in  a  baronial  castle,  when 
he  was  shown  a  fine  portrait.  The  Pnnce  of 
Wales,  as  he  was  then,  said:  "A  fine  portrait 
.,[  the  Young  Pretender."  The  housekeeper 
liowed  and  said:  -I  beg  your  pardon,  sir,  but 
we  do  not  call  him  that  in  this  house.  Yet 
the  sons  of  that  House  would  be  ready  to  die 
at  :iny  time  t^r  tlieir  country  and  in  defence 
of  the  Crown. 

These   illustrations   show    that    when    one 
savs  of  himself  or  of  another  that  he  is  loyal, 
it 'is  always  in  order  to  ask  to  whom  the  loyalty 
implied    is   .supposed   to    be    due.      A    serious 
(inestion  is  now  before  the  people  of  the  Unit- 
ed Ivingdom.      It  is  to  be  assumed  tliat  all  poli- 
tical parties  are  patriotic;  that  is,  they  desire 
to  advance  the  welfare  of  the  country,  believe 
in  it  as  worthy  of  their  best  energies,  and  are 
rcadvto  fight   for   it   if   need   be.      Even    the 
smal'l  minority,  that  might  be  ready  to  hamper 
the  crovernnicnt  in  the  event  of  a  foreign  war, 
wouTd  not  do  so  because  they  were  hostile  to 
their    countrv.   hut   only    because    they    hoped 
therebv   to   secure  .sometliin"-   they    regard   as 
good  for    ihc   country.     All   -parties   are   loyal 
lo  the  principles  for  which  the  Crown  stands, 
and  all  but  a  very  small  minority  are  person- 
ally loval  to  the  King.     It  seems  very  proba- 
ble that  the  King  will  be  called  upon  to  exer- 
cise the  royal  prerogative  in  a  way,  and_  to  a 
degree,  that  will  be  unprecedented;  that  is,  he 
will  either  have  lo  appoint  a  largc^number  ot 
peers  in   order   to   secure  the   passage   of  'the 
Parliament  Bill,  or  he  will  have  to  refuse  the 
advice  of  a  Prime  .Minister  who  has  the  con- 
fidence of   a   large   majority   of  the   llou.se  of 
Commons,     in  cither  event  the  personal  loy- 
alty of  a  large  number  of  people  of  the  United 
Kingdom    will   be    put    to   a    severe    test;    yet 
doubtless  all  will  remain  thoroughly  patriotic. 
The  root  of  the  word  "loyalty'"  is  the  Latin 
word  "lex,"    which   means  law,   which   passed 
into  French  as  "loi" ;  but  the  word   itself  has 
a  more  ancient  origin  than  the  days  of  Rome. 
In  old   Saxon  one  of  the  forms  of  the  word 
for   law    was   "lah,"   although    the   most   com- 
mon form  wa:s  "laga,"     in  Swedish  it  is  "lah." 
and   in    Danish   "lov."     In  the  ancient   Gothic 
the  word   was  "lagan."     Thus  it  seems   as  if. 
as  the  idea  of  law  was  general,  the  name  for  it 
was   very    similar   in    m^iy  languages,    w'hich 
fact  is  one  of  'the  arguments  for  the  unify  of 
origin  of  the  Aryan  peoples,  .so-called.     From 
■"loi"  it  was  easy  to   form  "loyal,"  and   there- 
fore  the  f)riginal   meaning  of  loyalty   was  the 
(|uality   which   found   expression   in   fidelity  to 
established   authority.     Hence   when   the  king 
became  the   fountain  of  law,  loyalty  by  easy 
transition   came  to  mean  fidelity  to  the  king. 
The   term    is   sometimes  confounded    with    al- 
legiance, but  the  two  words  do  not  mean  the 
same.    The  old  expression  "liege-man"  means 
one   who  is  bound  to  another,  and  sometimes 
the  word  "liege"  is  usedto  express  the  idea  of 
over-Iord.ship,    Allegiance  is  a  duty;  loyalty  is 
voluntary.      Alliance    is    different    again    from 
allegiance.     A  nation  may  owe  loyalty  to  its 
ally,  but  not  allegiance.    And  so  we  come  back 
to   the   real    meaning  of  loyalty,   apd   find   it 
to  be  the  personal  and  voluntary  act  of  an  in- 
dividual to  his  state,  his  king,  his  family,  and 
so  on.     Hence   also   we  see   that   when   one 
speaks  of  loyalty,  he  is  talk*g  of  an  abstract 
tjuality,  which  has  no  meaning  unless  it  is  used 


in   relation   to  something.     Patriotism,  on   the

It  can  only  api)ly  tt)  one  thing,  namely,  to  our 
own  country.  An  Engli.shman  cannot  be  patri- 
otic towards  Mexico,  for  example,  unless  he 
becotncs  identified  with  Mexico  and  makes 
thai  ciiuntry  his  home.  Originally  patriotism 
meant  fidelity  to  one's  native  country,  but  m 
modern  times,  when  the  migration  of  people 
lias  become  general,  we  give  the  vv(.ird  a  wider 
significance.  Thus  an  immigrant  into  Caii- 
atla  from  a  foreign  land  may  become  a  patri- 
otic Canadian. 

When  we  come  lo  speak  of  such  a  ct)mplex 
entity  as  the  British  Empire,  we  must  concede 
difficulty  in  applying  the  words  loyalty  and 
patriotism,  and  the  reason  is  that  the  senti- 
ment of  British  peoples  is  in  a  formative  pro- 
cess. As  yet  one  would  hardly  expert  to  find 
a  native  of  Australia  entertaining  those  feel- 
ings towards  Canada  which  would  lie  described 
by  the  word  patriotism,  and  to  what  degree 
there  has  been  developed  between  the  people 
of   the  two   Dominions   a  sentiment   that   can

Roth  the  Australian  and  the  Canadian  citizen 
of  British  origin  may  feel  towards  the  United 
Kingdom  a  sentiment  that  may  properly  be 
described  as  patriotism ;  but  we  would  not  ex- 
pect such  a  feeling  to  be  found  among  the 
French-Canadians  or  the  Boers  of  South 
Africa.  We  can  hardly  say  that  the  Boers  are 
— loyal    to   the   people   of   British  Columbia,  or 


very  active,  but  the  Roman   ftVfces  were  able 
lo  drive  them  back,  and  l>y   .Antonine's  direc- 
tion  a   wall   was  built  from  the   Forth   to  the 
Clyde  to  mark  the  limit  of  Roman  power.     He 
gave  great   encouragement   to   literature,   pro- 
moted public   works,  extended  commerce  and 
acted   often   as  an   arbitrator  between     rulers 
beyond    the    Roman    frontiers.      His    constant 
labor  was  to  promote  ])eace,  contentment  and 
prosperity,  and  he  died  universally  respected. 
Marcus     Aurelius     Antoninus      succeeded 
him.     This    Fmperor   is   better  known  by   his 
first    two    names,    and    more    celebrated    as    a 
])hiIoscjpher  than  as  a  sovereign,  although  his 
career    on    the    throne    was    worthy    of    great 
honor,      lie   was  born   in    Koine   in  .A-  ^-    '^-^• 
i-Iis   father   having   died   when      Marcus      was 
very   young,  the  b<->y   was     adopted     by     his 
grandfather  and  highly  educated.     As  a  child 
he  attracted  the  attention     of     the     Emperor 
Hadrian,  who  conferred  high     honors     upon 
him.     This  imperial   favor  was  continued  by 
the^-Elder   Antoninc,   who   formally    adopted 
lum-  ahdJay  whom  he  was  made  consul.     At 
die  death  of  Pius,  Marcus  was  named  as  his 
successor   and  he  offered  to  gh^tre  .his  author- 
ity with  Commodus,  another  adopted*  son  of 
Pius.     War  broke  out  in  the  East  arid  Com- 
modus was  sent  there  at  the  head  of  an  army, 
the  operatioi^  of  which  were  successful,  al- 
though Comr^odus  had  little  to  do  with  them, 
he  having  given  himself  to  grogs  lieentious 


Eleusis  was  a  city  of  Greece,  not. very  far 
from  .A.thens.  at  which  there  was  in  the  earli- 
est historic  times  a  temple,  then  ancient,  and 
here    was   the   centre    of   the    Eleusinan    mys- 
teries.    Just   what   these   were   it   is   not  very 
easy  at  this  late  date  to  determine.     They  in- 
cluded  certain    subjects   which    initiates   were 
permitted  to  see,  handle  and  kiss,  certain  ar- 
ticles,     certain      rituals      which      were      per- 
formed    with    great    splendor   and   solemnity, 
and    certain    thoughts    which     the    ceremon- 
ials    and      teachings     of      the     elders     were 
alleged    to    inculcate.        Plato    said    that    the 
mysteries  exercised  "a  saving  power  connected 
with   the  future   life,"   and    that  "he   who  has 
been  initiated  has  learned  what  will  secure  his 
happiness   hereafter."      He    distinguishes     be- 
tween  them  and   the  Orphic   mysteries,   con- 
demning the  latter  because  they  made  salva- 
tion the  result  of  mere  ritualistic  acts  v.-ithout 
moral  regeneration.     Sopater  said  that  initia- 
tion established  a  kinship  of  tue  soul  with  the 
divine  nature,  and  Theon  Smyrnaeus  says  the 
final  stage  of  initiation  was  the  state  of  bliss 
and  divine  favor.     There  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  any  dogmatic  instruction  in  connec- 
tion with  the  mysteries.    An  initiate  was  not 
required  to  give  his  assent  to  any  form  of  be- 
lief.    He  simply  subjected  himself  to  the  ne- 
.    cessary   preparatory   exercises,   went   through 
the  elaborate  routine  of  initiation,  arid    gave 
himself  up  to  contemplation.     He  was  at  lib- 


erty to  go  about  his  ordinary  affairs  after  ini- 
tiation  and  apparently  it  was  a  matter  for  him- 
self alone  to  decide  whether  or. not  the  bene- 
ficial eflfect  of  the  initiation  should  be  perma- 
nent.    Prioi-  to  initiation  a  candidate  was  re- 
quired  to   fast   rigidly   for  nine      consecutive 
days.     He  wandered  at  night  with  a  torch  in 
his    hand    around    Eleusis,    seeking   for    Cora, 
the  goddess  of  spring ;  he  saw  strange  and  im- 
pressive ceremonials,  all     conducing     to     an 
ecstatic  frame  of     mind.     Then     he    was     ad- 
mitted to  the  sacred  building,  where  he  wit- 
nessed ceremonials,  the  strangeness  of  which 
has   never   been    fully   described.     They   were 
not   orgies   in   any   sense   of   the   word;    there 
was  nothing  to  shock  the  senses  or  influence 
the  passions,  but  everything  was  stately  and 
exalted  in  its  tendency.     Then  the  sacred  ob- 
jects  were    handed   to    him    and   after  he   had 
kissed  them  and  ptit  them  away,  he  was  per- 
mitted to  pronounce  the  sacred  formula.      In 
the    Homeric    Hymn    to    Demeter,  which    re- 
lates to  the  mysteries,  references  is  made     to 
lacchus.   a    holy    child,   who    died    and     rose 
again,  but  it  is  not  quite  certain  what  part  he 
played  iiu,tlie  mysteries. 

The/orig\n    of   the    Elusinian    mysteries    is 
unknown,   arS;l   apparently   must     remain     so. 
Various   explanations   have   been   offered,   but 
they  can  be  little  else  than  guesses.      In  some 
way    they   were     identified    with     agriculture, 
but  they  seem  to  have  had  a  far  deeper  signi- 
ficance than  that.     Attempts  have  been  made 
to  exjilain  them  on  the  ground  that  the  cere- 
monials were  merely     allegorical     representa- 
tions of   the   processes  of     nature,     but     this 
method    of   accounting   for    them    only   leaves 
us  in  a  maze  from  which  we  cannot  extricate 
ourselves.      Perhaps  if  we  say  that  they  repre- 
sent the  oldest  of  the  world's  religions,  the  first 
attempt  of  mankind  to  get  in  touch  with  the 
laws  of  existence  and  the  divine  source  of  the 
universe,  and  to  discover  how  human  life  could 
be  brouglu  into  harmony  with  the  divine,  we 
shall  not  be  very  far  astray. 
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Were   there   none  other  living  but  thou  and 

he  alone, 
There  n^ight  no  doubt  the  kingdoms  be  ruleu 

by  him  and  thee, 
But   long  as   Gunthcr's  living  that  sure  can 

never  be. 

Thereto  rejoined  fair  Kriemhild,  "Sce'st  thou 

how  proud  he  stands- 
How   proud   he   stalks — conspicuous      among 

those   warrior  bands. 
As  doth  the  moon  far  beaming  the  glimmering 
'     stars  outshine. 
Sure  have   1  cause  to  pride  n:c  when  such  a^ 

knight  is  mine." 

Thereto  replied  Queen  Brunhild-  "How  brave 

so  e'er  he  be. 
How  stout  so  e'er  and  stately,  one  greater  is 

than  he; 
Gunther,    thy   noble    brother,   a   higher   place 

may  claim, 

Of  knights  and  kings  the  foremost  in  merit 
and  in  fame." 

So  the  two  queens  argued  until  they  fell 
to  quarreling,  and  when  Kriemhild  resented 
Brunhild  naming  her  husband  as  Gunthcr's 
vassal  and  claiming  precedence  before  her, 
Brunhild  declared  that  the  public  should  pro- 
nounce which  of  the  two  queens  comrnanded 
most   respect   when    she   and     Kriemhild    at

tended  the  services  in  the  cathedral  that 
night.  When  the  hour  for  worship  drew 
near  Brunhild  was  the  first  to  arrive  at  the 
gates,  and  with  her  gorgeous  robes  about  her- 
her  rich  apparel  enhancing  her  beauty,  she 
stood  with  haughty  disdain-  her  eyes  upon 
the  castle  gates,  waiting  for  Kriemhild. 

And  when  Kriemhild  did  appear  her  com- 
irfg  was  like  the  rising  of  the  sun.

vice  versa.  We  can,  however,  say  that  both 
Boers  and  British  Cftlumbians  are  loyal  to  the 
Empire  and  to  the  King  as  representative  of 
th«  Empire, 

Thus  we  find  that  an  analysis  of  the  mean- 
ings of  two  words  in  common  use  leads  to 
the  recognition  >df  an  important  principle, 
demonstrating  that  the  Crown  is  the  common 
bond  of  the  Empire,  and  that  loyalty,  whether 
it  is  spoken  of  in  regard  to  the  people  of  India, 
Canada.  South  .Africa,  New  Zealand,  .\ustralia, 
the  United  Kingdom,  or  elsewhere  under  the 
British  flag,  means  fidelity  to  the  Grown  and 
that  for  which  it  stands,  and  to  the  King  so 
long  as  he  discharges  his  powers  in  the  public 
interest. 


THE  ROMAN  EMPERORS 

VI.  * 

Trajan     was     succeeded    by    Hadrian,    his 
w^ard,  who  was  a  Roman  by  birth.     He  served 
with  much  distinctitjn  under  his  guardian  and 
was  in  command  of  the  forces  in  Sicily,  when 
the  death  of  the   Emperor  occurred.     On   the 
news   reaching   Sicily   the   army   at  once     de- 
clared him   Imperator,   a  choice     which     was 
ratified  by  the  forces  elsewhere.     At  this  time 
the    Empire    was    in   a   serious   condition,    for 
while  Trajan  had  been  successful  abroad  and 
a  good  administrator  at  home,  discontent  had 
arisen    in   many   of   the   provinces.      Rebellion 
broke  out  in  the  Asiatic  dominions  of  the  Fni- 
pire-  aii<i   tlic  Parlhians   threatened   the   boun- 
daries.    Egypt   was   in   a   state  of   revolt   and 
Mauretania  was  in  arms.    .Hadrian,  believing 
that     the    territories    of    the   h'.mjMre  were  al-  " 
ready  large  enough,  agreed  with  the  Parthians 
to   abandon   to   ihem    all    the   country   east  of 
the  Euphrates,  and  having  visited   Britain  de- 
cided that  it  was  useless  to  attempt  to  over- 
come the  Picts.  and  so  he  constructed  the  fa- 
mous wall  from  the  Solway  to  the  Tyne.     He 
visited   Germany,   Spain.     Mauretania,   Egy])t 
and  Asia   Minor,  traveling  much   of  the   time 
on    foot  and  everywhere   iiu|tiiring  personally 
into   the    needs  of   thr   people,      ilis   character 
was   a   strange    compound   of   gentleness    and 
ferocity.     To-  his   o])Cu   enemies   he   was      re- 
lentless, but  to  all   who  showed  a  disposition 
to  conform   lo  wliat   he  deemed   to  be  in   the 
best  interests  of   the   state,   he   was   kind   and 
conciliator}'.     He  avoided  war  whep  he  could, 
but  if  forced  to  take  up  arms  carried  on   op- 
erations with   vigor  and   thoroughness  and  at 
times  with  cruelty.     As   an  administrator   no 
Roman  emperor  ever  excelled  him  and  so  great 
was  his  efficiency  in  this  respect  that  his  reign 
of  21  years  ctJinplelely  rec(jnciled  the   Roman 
people  to  the  idea  of  a  monarchy.     He  inau- 
gurated and  carried  out  many  important  pub- 
lic works,  founding  several,  cities,  one  of  them 
being    .A.drianople.      He    patronized    the    arts, 
encouraged   literature,    and   contributed  .  much 
towards  the  establishment  of  a  settled  system 
of  jurisprudence   in    Rome,   so   that     men      in

certainty  upcjn  their  rights.  He  was  initiated 
into  the  Elcusinian  mysteries.  His  death  oc- 
curred in  the  sixty-third  year  of  his  age,  leav- 
ing the  throne  lo  his  adopted  son,  Titus  .Aur- 
elius. 

Titus^ Aurelius    on    ascending    the,  throne 
.__k  the  name     of     Antoninus,     and     subse- 
(|uently  the  Senate,   in   recognition   of  his  de* 
fence  of  the  memory  of  Hadrian,  whcj  was  ac- 
cused   of    a    base    crime,  gave    him    the    ap- 
pellation Pius.     He  has  gone  down  in  history 
as     Antoninus      Pius,     although      sometimes 
spoken   of  as  the   Elder  .\ntonine    to    distin- 
guish   him    from    his    greater    successor.      He 
v/as  a  native  of  Gaul,  but  presumably      of  Ro- 
man family.     He  reigned  2}^  years.     No  period 
of  Roman  history  is  more  barren  of  striking 
incidents  tlian  this  reign.     Hadrian  had  set  a 
splendid    example    of    government    and      had 
strengthened  the  imperial  ofifice,  and  Antoninc 
was  content  to  follow  in  his  footsteps,  and  his 
success  was  greater  than  that  of  his  predeccs- 
.sor.    for    he   was   a    man   of    greater   natural 
kindness  of  heart.     He  was  averse  to  wars  of 
conquest,  and  in  consequence  the  borders  of 
the  Empire  were  at  peace  almost  continually 
while  he  occupied  the  throne.     The  chief  ex- 
ception was  in  Britain  whert  the  Picts  were 


ness.     Returning  to  Rome  he  was  accorded  a 
triumph,  and  shortly  afterwards  set  out     to 
Germany   with    Marcus   in   command   of     an 
army.    At  thig- time  Rome  was  in  a  frightful 
condition.     A  succession  of  earthquakes  and 
floods  did  incalculable  damage,  and  a  pestil- 
ence broke''0«'t,  said  to  have    been    brought 
from   the   East  by   the   troops   of   Commodus. 
The  people  died  by  thousands,     not     only  of 
disease  but  of  hunger,  for  the  floods  had  car- 
ried away  the  storehouses  of  grain.     The  ex- 
pedition  was   successful    and   peace   was   con- 
cluded     with     the      Germans,    shortly     after 
which   Commodus   died.       War  again     broke 
out-    and    Marcus    resolved    to    overthrow    his 
restless  neighbors  once  and  for  all.     He  raised 
a  large  force,  which  he  was  obliged  to  recruit 
from  among  slaves  and  gladiators,  pestilence 
having  carried  au-ay  so  many  of  his  soldiers, 
and  he  gained  two  conspicuous  victories.    Of 
these  the  most  extraordinary  was  one  against 
a    tribe    known    as    the    Quadi,    in   174.     The 
summer  was  very  hot  and  the  Roman  soldiers 
were  perishing  from  thirst,  when  on  a  singu- 
larly bright  day  the  sky  became  instantly  over- 
cast.    The  parched  .soldiers  hastened  to  par- 
take of  the  grateful  water,  and  thereupon  the 
Quadi  fell  upon  them.     .'\n  overwhelming  de- 
feat seemed  inevitable,  but  what  is  described 
as  a  storm  of  hail   and   fire  fell   upon   Quadi, 
and   so   completely   wrecked   their   ranks   that 
the   Romans  were  able  to  win  a  conspicuous 
\iclory.     The  Romans  attributed  this  event  to 
their   prayers   to   the   gods,   and   the   incident, 
about  the  historical   accuracy   of   which   there 
Is.ii0^'q  subsequently    a    great 

source  of  controversy  between  Christians  and 
Pagans.     The  German  tribes   were  prompt  to 
make      |)eace     with      Marcus,      and      he      re- 
turned to  Rome  hoping  to  be  able  to  devote 
himself  to  the  well-being  of  his  people,  only 
to   find   himself  called   away   to   subdue   a   re- 
bellion   on    the    East,    which    his    wife    had    fo- 
mented, and  at  the  head  of  which  was  Avidius 
Cassius.     This  he  accomplished  without  diffi- 
culty,   Cassius   having   been    assassinated      by 
some  (jf  thcjse  surrounding  him,  which  caused 
Marcus  great  gricl.  for  he  said  it  (lei)rived  him 
of  the  opportunity  of  pardoning  his  rebellious 
■    suhicct.    The  vvife  of  Marcus  also  died  during 
these  operations  in  the  Ea.st.  and  though  she 
had     been     both     rebellious     and     unfaithful, 
Marcus   showed    her    high    honors.      He   than 
\-isited    Egypt   and    Greece,    founding   schools 
in    the   latter   country,   returning,  to   Rome   in 
176.     He  was  forced  to  head  another  expedi- 
tion against  the  Germans,  and  died  while  on 
the   frontier  on   March    17.    iHo,   after   a   reign 
of     20     years.       The     character     of     Marcus 
.\urclius  will  form     the    subject     of    another 
article.

It.  is  said  of  Emperor   Hadrian^  elsewhere 
referred  to  on  this  page,  that  he  was  initiated 
into     the  Eleusinian  Mysteries.     In     the     as- 
sumed attitude     of     superiority     towards     all 
other  peoples  than  themselves  so  characteristic 
of  Occidentals  in  the  Twentieth  Century,  we 
are  apt  to  find  ourselves  misjudging  the  char- 
acter and   intelligence  of   the   men   who   lived 
ten  or  more  centuries  ago.      We  have  .coined 
the  word  "myth,''  which  is  very  convenient  to 
apply  to  things  we  do  not  understand,  and  we 
di.spose  of  ancient  beliefs  and  cults  by  calling 
them  myths,  forgetful  of  the  fact  that  the  op- 
ponents  of   Christianity   dispose   of   it   in    the 
same  way.      When  wc  read  of  the  Eleusinian 
Mysteries  the  first  thought  that  is  apt  to  sug- 
gest it  is  that  they  were  some  form  of  hocus- 
pocus  that  could  deceive  people  a  thousand  or 
more  years  ago,  but  could   not  impose   upon 
us  ioT  a  single  moment.    Yet  a  man  like  Had- 
rian, who  could  successfully  lead  great  armies 
and  administer  one  of  the  greatest  empires  the 
world  has  ever  known,  whose  word  was  law 
over  more  than  a  million  square  miles  of  ter- 
ritory and  was  accepted  as  such  by  millions 
of  people,  was  of  no  ordinary  type,  and  was 
probably  quite  as  well  fitted  to  discover  de- 
ception as  any  of  us  today.     It  is,  therefore, 
of  interest  to  inquire  what  were  these  mys- 
teries into  which  this  great  emperor  was  in- 
itiated.

Her  :\Iajesty  had  intended  to  devote  the 
whole  amount  to  some  charity  or  _  charities, 
but  the  subscribers  were  keenly  desirous  that 
]\er  Majesty  should  accept  some  personal  gift 
which  might  be  preserved  as  a  souvenir  of 
her  Majesty's  Coronation.  The  Queen  con- 
sented to  meet  the  \sdshcs  of  the  subscribers, 
while  deciding  at  the  same  time  that  the 
greater  part  of  the  sum  contributed  should  be 
•ipplied  t"  philanthropic  purposes.  The 
charitable  object  referred  to  in  the  Queen's 
reply  has  not  vet  been  disclosed.  Since  the 
cheque  was  drawn,  further  subscriptions 
from  distant  parts  have  come  in.  bringing  the 
total  to  about  £13.700,  including  £700  tele- 
graphed by  Lady  Grey  from  Canada.

EMPIRE  DAY  IN  HYDE  PARK 

The  .spectacle  in  Hyde  Park  was  one  to 
kindle  the  dullest  imagination  and  .stir^  the 
most  sluggish  heart.  From  all  parts  of  Lon- 
don procession  after  procession  had  marched 
to  the  Park,  with  bands  playing  and  banners 
flving  to  salute  the  Union  jack,  till  nearly  10.- 
060  boys  and  girls  were  concentrated  in  a  great 
(juadrangnlar'spacc  just  inside  Grosvenor  gate, 
taking  up  the  positions  marked  out  lor  them 
in  columnsv  each  about  i.ooo  strong. 

The  parade  gi'onnd.  which  was  kept  by  a 
large  force  of  police  and  lined  by  a  vast  crowd 
of  sightseers,  numbering  probably  200.000, 
measured  500  by  150  yards.  Stretching  down 
the  centre,  almost  from  end  to  end,  were 
ranged  the  65  .standard-bearers  of  Empire,  a 
picked  body  'of  -Scouts  under  Scoutmaster 
King  who  were  to  play  the  most  significant 
part  in  the  day's  events.  They  had  marched 
from  the  League's  office  in  Westminster,  es- 
corted by  the  band  of  the  Queen's  Westmm- 
ster  Rifles,  with  a  guard  of  honor  provided  by 
tne  l^UKe  or  wia^n.ill^  v^'vMi  w>l.u....-^  ...-— 1 
Nortlianipton.  Together  with  the  big  Union 
lack  floated  the  flags  of  England.  Wales, 
Scotland,  and  Ireland:  of  Canada,  Australia, 
and  South  Africa,  and  all  the  Provinces  and 
States  federated  in  those  Dominions;  of  New 
Zealand  and  Newfoundland;  of  India;  and  a 
score  and  a  half  of  Crown  Colonies,  not  even 
omitting  little  St.  Helena  and  the  Falkland 
Islands. 

Behind  a  flagstaff  on  the  cast  side  of  the 
parade  ground  sat  hundreds  of  invited  gucst.s ; 
in  the  centre  the  Princess  Royal,  dressed  in 
grey,  with  the  Duke  of  Fife,  and  the  Princesses 
Maitd  and  .Alexandra  of  Fife  in  light  grey-blue; 
Field-Marshal  Lord  Roberts,  with  Lady  Aileen 
Roberts;  the  Lord  Mayor,  in  his  robes  ol 
State,  who  had  driven  on  to  the  ground  with 
the  Lady  Mayoress  in  his  State  carriage;  the 
Mayors  of  half  the  London  boroughs,  also  in 
their  robes ;  the  Chairman  of  the  London 
County  Council  and  its  Education  Committee; 
the  Prime  Minister  of  New  Zealand,  with 
I/ady  and  Miss  Ward,  and  the  High  Commis- 
sioner ;  Mrs.  Fisher,  wife  of  the  Prime  Minister 
of  the  Commonwealth ;  Senator  Pearce,  *the 
Australian  Minister  of  Defence;  the  Premier 


of  Tasmania  and  Lady  Lewis,  and  Sir  John 
and  Lady  Forrest;  the  Hon.  J.  H.  Turner, 
Agent-General  for  British  Columbia,  and  other 
Canadians;  Sir  Frederick  Pollock,  President  of 
the  League  of  the  Empire,  with  Lord  Meath,

So  long  as  anaesthesia  is  the  handmaid  of 
surgery,  Simpson's   fame  cannot   die;  but  his 
experiments  with   anaesthetics  formed  only  a 
small    part    of   his    manifold    professional    and 
other  activities.     He  was  essentially  a  man  of 
genius  in  the  true  .sense  of  the  word  ;  a  man 
w^ljose  mind  threw  out  brilliant  flashes  of  side 
light   upon    many   subjects,   and    whose   intui- 
tions  in   many   cases  only  just   missed  being 
great  discoveries.     As  a  physician   he  was  of 
the  highest  type,  giving  himself  without  stint 
to  the  arduoiis  work  of  his  calling  and  on  his 
death,  in  1870.  leaving  behind  him  a  deserved- 
Iv  beloved  and  honored  name.

THE    DISCOVERY    OF    CHLOROFORM 

■\ 

Sir  James  Young  Simpson,  the  discoverer 
of  the  anaesthetic  properties  of  choloroform, 
was  born  on  June  7,  1811,  at  Bathgate,  in  Lin- 
lithgowshire, the  youngest  of  vhe  seven  .sons 
of  the  village  baker.  Sulphuric  ether  had  been 
first  used  as  an  anaesthetic  in  surgery  in 
1846,  and  Dr.  Simpson  determined,  as  soon  as 
a  suitable  case  occurred  to  test  its  efficady 
in  subduing  thie  pains  of  childbirth.  He  first 
used  it  for  this  purpose  on  January  19,  1847; 
and  although  it  more  than  answered  his  ex- 
pectations, he  thought  that  some  still  better 
agent  for  the  suppression  of  sensation  might 
possibly  be  found,  and  determined  to  experi- 
ment upon  himself  with  a  variety  of  volatile 
liquids  supplied  to  him  by  chemists.  After 
many  disappointments,  a  trial  was  made  of 
the  terchloride  of  formyle,  which  had     been 


It  will  be  remembered  that  when  Cap^t. 
Scott,  R.N..  arrived  at  the  Great  Ice  Barrier, 
he  found  Capt.  Amundsen  in  winter  quarters 
there  in  the  Fram.  and  learned  for  the  fir.st 
time  that  he  was  to  have  a  competitrir  mi  his 
long  march  to  the  South  Pole.  The  following 
is  a  part  of  Capt.  A'mur>dsen's  report  of  his 
journev  on  the  first  stage  of  his  long  journey 
from  the  Canaries  to  the  Far  South  : 
Framheim  (Long.  164  deg.  W.,  lat.  78deg. 
4omin.  S.) 

A  joyful  "Yes!"  was  my  comrades'  answer 
to  my  question  whether  they  would  go  south 
with  me.  even  if  it  were  to  the  Pole.  It  was  on 
a  dark  hot  evening  in  Funchal  Roadstead  that 
I  laid  before  them  my  plan  for  extending  the 
programme  of  our  expedition.  I  had  never 
for  an  instant  doubted  that  they  would  want 
to  go  with  me ;  nevertheless  the  unanimous 
"Yes!"  made  me  happy. 

The  goal  of  our  voyage  was  the  bay  that 
indents  the  great  Antarctic  ice-barrier  in  longi- 
tude i64deg.  W.  and  latitude  78deg.  3omin.  S. 
It  was  a  long  voyage  that  we  had  before  us — 
15,000  nautical  miles  from  home— and  it  was 
decided  to  make  no  stop  on  the  way,  for  the 
time  was  short  and  it  was  necessary  to  make 
the  most  of  it.  We  should  have  to  reach  the 
Barrier  by  the  middle  of  January  if  we  were 
to  get  our  work  done.    With  the  Fram  as  a 


steam   vessel   this  voyage  would  hardly  have 
been  capable  of  accomplishment,  even  if  wc 
had  a  fairly  large  deck  cargo  of  coal ;  but  now, 
with  our  economical  motor,  capable  engineers, 
and  abundance  of  petroleum,  it  might  under 
favorable  circumstances  be  done.     A  question 
that  seemed  more  difficult  to  solve  was  that 
of  the  supply  of  fresh  water.    Besides  19  men, 
there    were    100   Eskimo   dogs   on   board,  and 
they    would    probably    require    a    consideralbe 
quantity  of  water  through  the  tropics.     With 
our   tanks  full    and   the   long-boat   half   fidl   of 
water  we  set  out,  hoping  to  be  able  to  refill  in 
the    region   of   calms,   which    is   renowned   for 
its  frequent  deluges  of  rain.      We  saw  nothing 
of    the     deluge     of     rain,     but     we     did     suc- 
ceed  further   southwards    in    catching   a    few 
drops  from   time  to  time  by  careful   manage- 
ment in  other  ways.     We  at  last  surmounted 
this  serious  obstacle,  and  both  men  and  dogs 
passed  through  the  tropics  without  the  slight- 
est ailment. 

1  must  say,  however,  that  a  great  deal  was 
done  for  our  dogs,  and  the  best  proof  of  the 
attention   they   received   is   that  we   took    115 
well  conditioned   dog.";  ashore  at  the   Barrier. 
An  awning  was  stretched  over  the  entire  ves- 
sel, and  boards  were  nailed  together  and  laid 
all  over  the  deck  so  that  the  dogs  were  out 
of  the  way  of  any  water  that  might  be  lying 
upon  it. — nraviErscen  men  set  a  part  of-their- 
dinner  rations  aside  for  their  dogs.     As  pup- 
pies made  their  appearance  more  care  was  re- 
quired ;  and  I   have   seen   my  comrades  sit  in 
wind  and  cold,  .snow  and  sleet,  feeding  little 
orphan   puppies — not  once  only,  but  for  days 
and   weeks  on  our  southward   voyage.     If  an 
animal   showed  the  slightest  sign  of  illness  it 
wa.s  immediately  placed  under  treatment,  and  a 
certificated  veterinary  surgeon  could  not  have 
done  better  than  our  men  did. 
The  Ice  at  Last 
On   the   first   day  of  January   the   first   ice 
was   sighted.     That  fitted  well.     Next   day  a 
few    detached    ice-floes    began   to   appear.     In 
the  evening  oi  the  2nd  we  crossed  the  Antarc- 
tici  Circle,  and  at   10  p.m.   there  lay  the  Ant- 
arctic drift  ice  before  us!     It  did  not  look  par- 
ticularly   imposing — a    few   strips   of    spring- 
frozen     nev-'lv-broksn    ice.      ^othinGT    of    that 
kind  could  hinder  us,  and  we  stood  straight  in, 
in   longitude    176   deg.    W.    (about)    and    lati- 
tude 66  deg.  30  min.  S.     It  took  us  four  days 
and   nights  to  get  through  the  belt  of  pack- 
ice,  and  on  the  evcnin^;^  of  the  6th  we  emerge 
ed     into     open     sea — Ross     sea — in     latitude 
70  deg.  S.  and  longitude  180  deg.  W.     It  was 
more  like  the  North  sea  on  a  fine  summer  day 
than   anything   else.      With    the   exception   of 
two  small  bergs,  we  did  not  see  a  sign  of  ice 
from  the  time  we  entered  it  until  we  sighted 
the  Barrier  in  about  78  deg.  S.  latitude. 
The  Great  Barrier 
We  sighted  the  mighty  Barrier     at     2:30 
p.  m.  on  January  11.    One  would  be  less  than 
human  if  one  could  behold  such  a  sight     un- 
moved.    As  far  as  the  eye  can  .see.  from  west- 
ern to  eastern  horizon,  this  wall  of  ice  rises 
perpendicularly  to  a  height  of  100  feet.     And 
yet  it  is  only  a  very  small  part  of  it  that  one 
sees.     What  must  the  man  have  thought  who 
fiist  came   upon   this   wall,  and  for  whom   all 
further  advance  seemed  an  impossibility?     It 
was  one  of  the  world's  boldest  and  cleverest 
sailors   Cnot  to  say  the  cleverest  of  them  all), 
James  Clark  Ross,  who,  after  making  his  way 
through  the  ice-pack  with  his  two  sailing  ves- 
sels, the  Erebus  and  the     Terror,     came,     in 
February,   1842,   upon   this     remarkable     ice- 
wall.     Even  at  that  time     he     observed     the 
great  bay,  but.  of  course,  did  not  venture  into 
it  with  sailing  \essels.     For  years  after     the 
Barrier  was  regarded  as  a  bar  to  all  further 
advance  southwards.     It  fell  to  the  lot  of  a 
Norwegian,   Carsten      Borchgrevink,     in     the 
Southern  Crop's  in  1900.  to  prove  that  this  was 
not  the  case ;   he  succeeded  in  entering  a  small 
bay    (which    has   since   disapeared   and     been 
merged  with  the  adjoining     great     bay),  and 
thence   getting  on  to  the   Barrier.     Here     he 
made  a  short  expedition,  and  found  that  the 
Barrier  extended  southwards  in  the  form,  of  a 
wide,  level  plain,  reaching  as  far  as  the     eye 
could  see.     This  demolished  the  theory  of  its 
unas.sailable  character,  and  opened  the  way  to- 
wards  the   south.     Subsequently   an   English- 
man,  Captain   Scott,   succeeded  in  landing  in 
MacMnrdo  .Strait,  and  thence  made  an   expe- 
dition  southwards.     Sir   Ernest     Shackleton's 
brilliant  expedition   in      1908,     in     which     he 
reached  a  latitude  of  88  deg.  23  min.,  will  be 
known  to  everybody. 

The  great  bay  running  southwest  into  the 
Barrier,  wdiich  I  have  chosen  as  the  base    of 
an  expedition  towards  the     South     Pole,  has' 
been  observed  not  only  by   Ross  and   Borch- 
grevink,   but    also   by    Scott   and    Shackleton, 
and  the  day  after  we  sighted  the  Barrier  we 
reached  this  bay,  still  in  the  same  situation — 
about  longitude  164  deg.  W.     It  was  so  full, 
however,  of  recently  broken  up  bay  ice     that 
there  was  no  question     of     getting     in.     W'e 
therefore   took  a  little  run   eastwards     along 
the  edge  of  the  Barrier  to  await  events.  The 
next  morning  (January  13)  we  returned,  and 
then  found  that  so  much  of  the  ice  had  floated      hat  I"  »hc  murnii 
out  that  there  was  an  opportunity  for  us  to     ambttlmtor,  ^t 
get  in.

perilous  wuuering  on  a  floating  barrier.    The 
ground   was   safe  enough.     On   the   following 
day   (January   14)   we  found  a  landing  place 
well   suited   for     our     enterprise.     The     long 
16,000  miles'  voyage  was  safely  accomplished 
and    were   only   one    day   out   in   our   calcula- 
tion.     We  had  arrived  a  day  too  early. 
The  Building  of  "Framheim" 
After  having  safely  moored  the  vessel  to 
the  ice,  wo  set  oflf  to  find  a  suitable  place  for 
wintering.      This    i.''d    not    take    long.      About 
2>^  kilometres  from  the  ship,  at  the  foot  of  a 
ridge,  well  protected  from  the  southeast  winds 
we  found  an  ideal  jilace;  and  on  Monday  (Jan- 
uary 16)  we  began  to  unload  our  cargo.  T\yo 
men   at  once   .set  about  the   erection   of     ihc 
house,   while  the  rest  of  the   land  party   con- 
tinued to.brmjr  up  the  building  materials  and 
provisions.       With     our     115     dogs     we     had 
draught  power  enough,  but  it  was  often  slow 
getting  the  heavily-laden    sledges    up    to    the

our  dogs  know  how  to  draw.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  work  with  them.  I'hey  arc  aii  picked  ani- 
mals from  Greenland. 

It  is  three  weeks  since  we  began  the 
building  of  our  station,  and  now  everythiiig  is 
ready.  The  desolate,  icy  landscape  has  under- 
gone  a  great  change.  The  silence  is  broken, 
Where  formerly  only  a  solitary  penguin  or" 
the  track  of  a  seal  cvossed  the  height  there 
now  lies  a  whole  little  village.  Our  solidly- 
built  little  house  stands  safe  and  secure,  sunk 
4  ft.  down  in  snow  as  hard  as  rock,  and  sup- 
ported by  backstays  Of.  all  sides.  We  have 
given  it  the  name  of  Framheim.  Its  longi- 
tude is  about  16  deg.  W.,  its  latitude  7^  fleg. 
40  min.  S.,  so  that  it  is  probably  the  most 
southerly  human  habitation.  Round  it  are  set 
up  15  tents  large  enough  to  accommodate  16 


men  each,  for  the  use  of  tlie  dogs  and  as  store- 
huuscs  for  our  provisions,  coal,  wood,  cloth- 
ing, etc.  The  j)rincipal  food  depot  is  about  a 
kilometre  from  the  station,  and  contains 
provisions  sufficient  for  tl'O  years.  Since  we 
came  here  w^e  have  lived  almost  entirely  on 
seal  meat,  and  would  not  exchange  steal  steak 
for  any  dish  in  the  world.  There  are  great 
numbers  of  seals  here,  and  we  .shall  soon  have 
preserved  enough  both  for  ourselves  and  all 
our   dogs  for  the   winter. 

In  a  few  days  the  Fram  will  be  ready  to 
leave  us.  She  goes  north  with  greetings  and 
messages,  and  we  shall  begin  our  journey  to- 
wards the  south.  It  is  my  intention  to  lay 
down  a  main  depot  in  80  deg.  lat.,  and  a 
smaller  one  as  far  south  as  possible;  and  I 
hope  that,  with  the  excellent  means  at  our 
disposal,  we  shall,  get  to  83  deg.  with  the 
smaller  depot  as  early  as  the  autumn,  before 
the  dark  season  sets  in.

We 
are  told  that  his^height  was  six  cubits  and  a 
span,  and  that  he  wore  a  brass  helmet  and  a 
coat  of  mail  that  weighed  5,000  shekels  of 
brass.  The  staff  of  his  spear  was  ■  like  a 
weaver's  beam,  and  his  spear's  head  weighed 
600  shekels  of  iron.  He  advanced  ahead  of  his 
army  and  defied  anyone  among  the  Israelites 
to  do  battle  with  him.  A  youth  named  David, 
who  had  come  to  the  field  of  battle  with  food 
for  his  brothers  who  were  in  the  army,  heard 
the  giant's  challenge,  and  insisted  that  he 
should  go  out  against  him.

THE   GREATEST   ORGANIST 

The  death  of  Felix  .-Mexandre  (jiiilinant 
has  removed  a  hrilliuni  I'renchman.  who  was 
acknowledged  tu  be  the  greatest  organist  in 
the  world.  While  he  was  our  city  organist 
the  lale  Au);;ii>tc  Wicgaml  tried  liaril  to  get 
the  master  to  make  a  lour  of  Australia.  It 
was  W'icgand's  wisii  that  Gnilmant  should 
come  to  .Sydney  tu  |ila_\  the  Inwr.  hall  organ, 
which  has  been  "opened"  by  the  late  W.  T. 
I'est.  Willi  the  retirement  of  Wiegand  from 
the  |)osition  of  citv  organist,  the  last  Impe  of 
hearing  tlu;  kini;  nf  organists  in  Sydney  ex- 
l)ir('d. 

The  ct MiipD^n  1. 1  ilu;  "Marche  I'nuclirt  ci 
Chant  Seraphitpie"  will  i['>  down  \><  f.niir  as 
Alexandre  (iuilmant.  He  was  born  at  Boul- 
ogne on  March  12,  1837.  He  died^  at  jVleudon. 
1 1  is  father  playccj'  the.;.orgaa  of  St.  ^JSIicholas 
for  nearly  50  years,  and  it  was  there,  under  his 
direction  that  the  younger  Guilmant  began 
his  career  as  a  musician.  He  studied  har- 
mony with  Gustavo  Carulli,  was  an  eager 
student  of  musical  literature,  and  practised 
diligently  on  thp  organ,, often  eight  or  ten 
hours  at  a  time  with  locked  doors,  tiring  out 
a  succession  of  blowers.  At  12  years  of  age 
he  began  to  play  at  the  church  of  his  father. 
At  16  he  became  organist  at  St.  Joseph's  at 
Boulogne,  and  started  to  compose  organ 
music.  His  first  composition,  a  solemn  Mass, 
was  performed  at  St.  Nicholas  when  Guil- 
mant was.  but  18  years  of  age.     Other  works

tollovved  in  rapid  succession,  and  Tn  1857, 
when  the  young  professr.n*  was  but  20,  he  was 
appointed  choirmaster  of  St.  Nicholas^  con- 
ductor  of  a  local  musical  society;,  and  was 
otherwise  becoming  well  kn«wn  in  his  pro- 
fession. In  1871  he  tc'c.l<  u}.  his  residence  in 
Paris  as  a  cehtral  point  from  whence  he  was 
constantly  called  upon  to  dedicate  new  or- 
gans both  in  England  a"d  France.  The  po- 
sition at  La  Trinite  having  become  vacant  Ijy 
the  death  of  M.  Chuuvet,  Guilmant  was  ap- 
pointed organist. 

During  the  Paris  exposition  of  1878  Guil- 
mant began  his  famous  series  of  organ  re- 
citals in  the  great  hall  of  the  Trocadero.  lie 
played  the  great  works  of  Bach  and  Handel 
.so  magnificently  that  hi-^  i''n';ich  hearers  were 
wild  with  enthusiasm,  lie  did  not  .confine 
himself,  however,  in  the  niu.sic  of  any  par- 
ticular school  or  lime,  but  in  his  series  of 
historical  ^oacer':3  made  his  hearers  familiar 
with  the.  music  or  all  the  continental  schools 
for  several  cer.turies.  These  ])o[)uIar  recitals 
continued  ir>r  'nany  years,  and,  by  the  assist- 
ance of  M  I  -  lousrd  Coilonne's  orchestra,  the 
concertos  of  .' fandel  and  P.ncii  wevr  success- 
fully performed. 

Outside  h'S  own  counlr;  ,  ('.iiiliiiant  had 
many  triumphs  as  an  artist.  He  achieved  ex- 
traordinary success  in  the  course  of  his  con- 
cert tours  in  Hnglaiid.  Italy,  Russia  and  the 
United  States,  lie  (dayrd  ai  the  Crystal 
,  Palace,  and  at  .^helTield  and  many  other  towns 
in  luigland.  While  the  organist  was  in  Kng- 
laiid  in  December,  r8<)0.  Queen  X'ioloria  sum- 
moned him  to  play  at  St.  (/icorge's  ehai)cl, 
Windsor.  During  the  i)erformancc  her  maj- 
esty gave  Guilmant  a  theme  to  extemporize 
njion,  which  he  di(l  to  the  surprise  and  de- 
light of  the  Oueen  and  Princess  IJeatrice, 
who  conversed  f'^'r  some  time  with  the  artist, 
and  ])raised  hi-  ability  in  the  warmest  terms. 
Among  the  well  kn^un  organs  dedicated  liy  ■ 
Gitilmant  are  the  one  -of  Xotro  Dame,  for 
which  his  ".Marche  l-'iinelne  at  Chant  Sera- 
phiqtie"  was  especially  coin])osed ;  the  organ 
of  St.  Louis  of  I'mnce  at  R>mc.  and  the  fa- 
motis  organ  of  ,  i_>o  speaking  stops  in  the 
cathedral  a':  Rii;a.  I^ussia  Pone  Leo  XIIL 
gave  Gui'mant  a  sperrl  auiiionce  and  made 
him  a  commander  of  the  Order  of  .St.  Greg- 
ory the  Great. 

Modest  all  his  life,  ll-.i  g-'tat  organist  was 
not  spoilt  I'v  .succ-'c;..  Hl^  compositions  in-

longitude.^  converge.  Though  there  is  thus 
oily  cr.c  time,  there  are  difTctcnt  .  seasons, 
because  these  depend  on  the- position  of  the 
earth  in  iis  chit  and  on  the  inclination  of 
the  polar  axis.  The  greatest  ;;;titude  of  the 
sun  is  about  23;  ^  deg.,  and  '.-i  reached  at  the 
North  Pole  aboutjune  22.  Also  at  the  North 
Pole,  whichever  direction  you  look  it  is  south  ; 
there  is  no  east  or  west.  The  great  obliquity 
of  the  sun's  rays  accounts  for  the  character- 
istic cold.  The  theoretical  limits  of  the  polar 
regions  are  thus  often  exceeded  in  practice. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  while  the 
North  Polar  region  is  mostly  water,  the 
South    Polar  region  is  mostly  land,  and  that 


the  depth  of  the  one  is  more  or  less  equal  to 
the  height  of  the  other.  Dr.  Bruce  favours 
the   view   that  the   .'\ntarctic   continent   is   a 

continuous  land  mass  not  divided  by  a  chan- 

nel  from  Weddell  Sea  to  Ross  Sea.    He  points 
out  that  the"  outline  of     South     .Xmerica     is 
much   like   that  of  Graham    Land.      Both   are 
characterized  by   pointed   extremities,  broken 
into  clusters  of  islands.    The  two  land  masses 
further   correspond      in      geology.      Similarly, 
X'ictoria   Land   and   its   islands   may   be .  com- 
pared with  Australasia.    The  two  are  plateau 
formations  of  similar   type     and     age.     Such 
cOm])arisons  to  Dr.  Rruce's  mind  exclude  the 
possibility   of  a   break   in   the   .Antarctic   con- 
tinent.    Its  area  is  about  five  and  a  half  mil- 
lion square  miles,  about  equal  to  Europe  and 
Australia  combined.     It  is  almost  entirely  ice- 
clad,  and   there   i.-;   practically  a  constant  ac- 
cumulation of  snow,  which  in- time  gets  com- 
pressed  into  ice.   this   in   turn   being   made   to 
flow  by  pressure,  and  being  gradually  pushed 
down  to  the  sea.     Thus,  hosts  of  table-toppcil 
bergs  are  scattered  over  the  southern  ocean. 
There  is  of  course  a  difference  between  bar- 
rier and  i^lacier  ice.      The  latter  runs  down  a 
gullv.  and   has  peculiarities  both  of  structure 
andrnoticm.     The  former  lies  over  a  more  or 
loss     flat     surface,    and     is    gradually    pushed 
from  behind   until   it  is  afloat.     It  is  much   in 
the   position   of  a   snow   layer   on    a   roof.      In 
,-iddition   some   bergs   probably   do   not  origin- 
ate  upon    land,   but   on   a  base   of   sea   ice    m 
shallow  water — though  Bruce  does  not  assent 
10  this  \ic\v.     There  is  little  doubt,  however, 
that   the  great   I^oss^  Barrier  is  to  a  large  ex- 
tent atloat.      It   was' this  that  led  Sir  George 
Darwin  to  his  guess  as  to  a  break  in  the  An- 
tarctic   continent.      However    that      may      be. 
bergs   up    to   30   miles   in   length   break   away 
from    time  to   time.     Another  type     of     berg 
arises  frrmi  tlie  broken  sncitits  of  the  glaciers. 
In  the  sea  itself  ice  spicules  l)egin  to  form   a 
few  degrees  bfclow  the  normal  freezing  point. 
If  the  temperature  falls  below  zero  this  form- 
ation becomes  rapid,  and  results  in  "bay  ice," 
which,   with  snow,   may  reach   a  thickness  of 
several    inches.     You   steam     through     it     as 
though  cutting  through  a  sticky  scum.     As  a 
matter  of  fact  a  harder  ice  coat  is  to  be  pre- 
ferred, inasmuch  as  it  is     more     brittle     and 
si)lits  ahead.     I{\'en  a  seal  can  push  his  nose 
tl  rough  it  to  get  a  breath. 

In    summer    it    is    warmer    in    the    Arctic 
than  in  the     Antarctic     regions,     and     conse- 
(piently  the  snow  layer  is  diminished,  so  that' 
pools  of  \vater  may  l)e  met  on  pack  ice.      Sea 
ice    is    practically    jnire    frozen    water,    silver 
ni'.iatc  only  giving  a  slight  turbidity  to  show 
the   iircseitce  of  salt — the   actual   ice   crystals, 
of  course,  arc  pure.     Ice,  however,  is  not  al- 
way.s  white.     It   may  be  a  yellowish  brown — 
a  color  to  which   the  summer  coats  of  polar 
bears   approximate.      In    the    Arctic,   in      ifact, 
thcic  will  be  found  patches  of  yellow  ice  cor- 
resi)onding  to  the   protective   coloration,    ■j'be 
color  is  due  to  the  presence  "f  diatom"?.      The 
idcrtity    of   these   diatoms   on    the    Greenland 
pack,  and  on  the  packs  of  the   Behring  Strait, 
was  one  of  the  things  that  made  Xansen  have 
crnfidence  in  the  drift  of  the  "Fram."     Those 
of  .Antarctica  are  different.     Microscopic  algae 
also   give   brilliant    colors   to   ice ;   and   where 
'  tlic  algae   are   various  animals  of   low   grade 
usually  congregate  to  feed  on  the  pasture  they 
jMovide.     It  is,  of  course,  well     known     that 
Arctic  seas  are  richer  in  animal  life  than  are 
tiic  tropical.     .All   round  the  Southern  ocean, 
for  instance,  there   is  a  thick  deposit  of  dia- 
tom   ooze.      Many    land   forms   of   polar   dia- 
toms are  also  known.     .Another  miscroscopic 
alga  gives  rise  to  the  phenomenon  kno\vn  as 
red   snow,   recorded  from     both     north     and 
south.      Red    rotifers   occasionally    produce    a 
similar  effect.     The  resistance  of  animal   life 
to  cold  is  remarkable.    On  one  occasion  Bruce 
melted  out  a  small     nemertodc     worm     that 
some  months  earlier  had  evidently  been  frozen 
in  the  act  of  laying  its  eggs.     When  thawed 
it  at  once     proceeded     with     that     function. 
Murray's  observations  on  Antarctic  rotifers  led 
to  similar  results.     On  the  other     hand,  the 
polar  regions  are  remarkably  free  from  bac- 
teria— it  not  being  possible  to  catch  a    cold 


there.  The  same  thing  applies  to  rheumatism. 
Germ  diseases  arc  unknown,  and  similarly 
heroic  surgical  oijerations  can  be  performed 
with  little  danger.  It  has  been  said  that  the 
deathrate  of  polar  expeditions  is  lower  than 
that  of  the  healthiest  F.uropean  toyvns.  As 
to  plant  life,  shore-growing  seaweed  is  not 
common  because  rocks  are  worn  smooth;  the 
same  applies  to  shore   fauna. 

As   will   be   exjiectcd   from    what  has  been 
said,   land    plants   are    more    numerous    in    the 
.Arctic   than   in   the   Antarctic.       In   the   north 
tl;ere  are,  in  fact,  about  400  known  species  of 
flowering  plants,  as  against  two  in  the  south. 
So.  too.  in  the  south.  fer'tTs~'a'fe>6yitireiy  want- 
ing, and  the  chief  Hora.  such  as  it  is,  consists 
of  mosses:  about  50     species     of     which     are 
kno\\ii.      According   to   the   author,  only     one 
fungus  is  known.     IJchcns  are  more  common, 
and  are  mostly  the  same  as  .A.rctic  forms.  The 
northern  flora  is  very  different.     Arctic  pop- 
pies, for  instance  are,  met  in  otherwise  most 
desolate   regions,   and    there   are    many    other 
hardy  plants.    There  are  a  few  ferns  in  Spitz- 
bergen.    "I  have  basked  in  the  sun  ori     wide 
stretches    of    the    purple    saxifrage,  and  have 
wandered  over  meadows  green  with  the  .Arctic 
willow.    I  have  waded  through  grass  and  but- 
tercups up  to  the  knee,  and  plunged  my  hands 
deep    into    velvet    banks    of    green    and    red 
mosses."     It  is  this    flora    that    accounts    for 
musk-oxen,  reindeer.'  Arctic  hares,  and  so  on, 


whereas  all  such  life   is  strikingly  absent  in 
the  south,  nor,  so  far  as  we  know,  did  land 
mammels     ever     exist    there.     Probably    An- 
tarctica was  isolated  before  their  appearance. 
There   is  some  chance  of  marsupial   remains 
being   found,    dating   from    the    time   when   a 
temperate  climate  prevailed;   though  even  this 
is  a  mere  speculation   based  on  the   probable 
date  of  land  coijnections  towards  the  north. 
As  to  invertebrae  life,  the  facts,  according  to 
Bruce,  seem   to  discountenance   the  idea   that 
species  in  the  Arctic  are     paralleled     by     re- 
presentative  species   in   Antarcaca;   indeed,  as 
regards  the  latter,  species  appear  to  be  pretty 
strongly  localized,  a  fact  to  be  taken  in  con- 
nection   with   the   result   that   most   described 
.Antarctic   species   have   been   new   to   science. 
As    regards    oceanography,   we   have    now    a 
fairly   complete     knowledge     of     the     North 
Polar   Basil!   and   survey   in     Antarctica     has 
been  botli  more  modern  and  more  systematic. 
Evidence    for    the    southern    land    bridge    has 
thus  been   obtained,   and  further   land   sound- 
ings are  of  the  utmost  interest  in  that  connec- 
tion.     The  conditions  in  the  north  are  much 
more  simple;  the  ocean  being  a  basin  almost 
surrounded  by  land,  and  having  an     average 
depth  of  about  2.000  fathoms.     A  peculiar  fea- 
ture of  both   Polar  seas  is  the  occurrence  of 
a  thick  warm   layer  of  water  between  a  cold 
layer  at   the   surface,   and   another   cold   layer 
at  the  bottom. — Sydney  Herald.

'^Hercules,  the  great  strong  man  of  Hellenic 
legend,  had '  conquered  about  everything  and 
everyone  fightablc.  when  he  was  challenged  by 
.Antaeus,  another  husky  young  man.  possessed, 
though  Hercules  did  not  know  it  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  battle,  with  strange  novvers  of  re- 
cuperation. It  seems  t^iat  Antaeus,  through 
being  the  son  of  the  Earth,  gained  his  great 
streirgth  from  the  ground. 

They  met  and  began  to  fight.  They 
wrestled  prodigiously,  and  Hercules,  for  the 
first  time  in  his  life,  found  himself  against -ia. 
foe  of  equal,  if  not  superior,  strength.  Nothing 
that  he  could  do  seemed  to  weaken  Antaeus, 
and  Hercules  found  himself  losing  his  power  to 
continue  the  fight.  It  looked,  after  liouns  of 
fighting,  as  though  he  had  met  his  match. 
Suddenly  it  came  to  him  in  a  mysterious  way 
that  Antaeus' would  never  lose  strength  tmless 
he  could  be  kept  fre-e  of  the  ground.  So  Her- 
cules, with  his  remaining  strength,  raised  .An- 
taeus, a  giant  like  himself,  above  his  head  with 
one  hand,  while  with  the  other  proceeded  to 
strangle  him.  It  must  have  been  an  astonish- 
ing fight — one  gieviit  supporting  the  other  over 
his  head  and  slowb'  fcrcing  his  muscles  into 
quie'iKle  with  the  prodigious  .strength  of  his 
other  arm.  IJercuIeb  finally  killed  .Antaeus, 
ard  then  sail:  senseless  on  the  ground. 

•  The  fight  between  .A.chilles,  a  great  Greek 
warrior,  and  Hector,  champion  of  the  Trojans, 
outside  the  city  of  Troy,  is  famous  in  history. 
Achilles  w.is  especially  bitter  against  the 
enemy  because  in  a  previous  battle  they  had 
killed' his  chum.  Patrcclus,  and  he  itched  to  get 
levenge.  Fim^ily  Hector  was  forced  to  fight 
him,  and  they  met  outside  the  city  walls,  in 
the  sight  of  both  armies,  the_  Trojans  from 
within  the  ramparts  of  their  city. 

Hector  at  first  was  brave,  but  he  lost  cour- 
age and  tried  to  escape  from  Achilles,  who, 
however,  pursued  him  and  made  him  fight. 
They  fought  with  spears  and  swords,  and  the 
battle  lasted  for  hours.  Achilles  could  not  find 
a  vulnerable  point  in  Hector's  armor,  while  he 
himself  was  being  worsted  in  the  exchange  of 
blows.  At  last,  though  he  found  a  spot  be- 
tween Hector's  throat  and  neck.  Straight  he 
plunged  his  sword  into  that  opening,  and  Hec- 
tor fell.  Then,  before  he  was  dead,  Achilles 
tied  his  body  to  a  chariot  and  drove  it  ten  times 
around  the  walls  of  the  city. 

Horatius  was  a  Roman  warrior,  whose  feat 
tif  holding  a  bridge  over  th.c  River  Tiber 
against  the  adx-ancing  Tuscans  has  made  him 
famous.  There  was  an  incident  in  that  exploit 
greater  than  the  main  feat  itself,  and  l|iat  was 
the  personal  combat  with  .Astur,  a  great  hero 
of  the  Tuscans.  .After  Horatius  had  killed 
hundreds  of  the  Tuscans,  who  could  not  pass 
him  on  the  bfidge.  affd  had  1#en  cleserted  by 
the  two  companions  who  at  first  had  stood 
with  him.  Astur  advanced  with  the  intention 
of  himself  killing  the  hero.  They  met  with 
swords,  and  a  furious  battle  ensued,  in  which 
Horatius  finally  slew  Astur  and  flung  his 
body  into  the  river. 

Lancelot  and  Gawain 

The  knights  of  King  Arthur's  court  were 
great  fighters,  and  among  them  the  battle  be- 
tween Sir  Lancelot  and  Sir  Gawain  stands 
out  as  a  wonderful  affair  which  would  have 
been  worth  seeing  at  any  prcie  a  seat.  Lance- 
lot was  practically  <!3iampion  of  the  co^rt, 
but  he  and  Gawain  ^ere  deadly  rivals,  »nd 
the  latter  was  a  great  fighter  himself.  Fi- 
nally it  was  settled  that  they  mu.st  meet  and 
fight  it  out.  So  they  did,  with  the  king  and 
all  the  nobles  as  an  audience.  Gawain  had 
received  from  Merlin  a  specially  prepared 
coit  of  mall,  which  was  siii>posed    to    make 


went  at  the  latter  with  a  short  knife  that  he 
had  made  with  his  own  hands  from  a  black- 
smith's file.  The  Major  emptied  his  revol- 
^ver-and  then  grabbed  a  swordrand  ^^^ey-went 
at  it.  They  cut  and  slashed  each  other  un- 
mercifully, and  both  Bowie  and  Wright  were 
bleeding  terribly  from  their  wounds  befpre 
Bowie  could  do  fatal  work  with  his  short 
knife.  Finally  he  managed  lo  get  a  good 
chance,  and  he  plunged  it  up  to  the  hilt  in 
Wright's  heart.  Wright  fell  dead.  The  bat- 
tle had  lasted  for  more  than  an  hour,  and 
had  been  fought  both  outdoors  and  in  a  shed 
by   the   side  of   the    field.      ;  , 

The  efficacy  of  this  short  knife  v. as  su  well 
.shov^'u  ill  this  fight  that  it  was  put  on  the 
market  and  called  the  "Bowie  knife,"  after 
its  inventor.  Bowie  was  afterwar-'-  killed  in 
the  massacres  in  the  Alamo,  in    ;     -    -. 

One  of  the  greatest  fight.s  in  history  was 
that  between  John  Pleasa-its  and  Col.  Ritchie, 
of  Richmond,  Va.,  in  that  city  in  1846. 
Ritchie  was  , the  editor  of  a  newspaper  that 
had  said  some  unkind  things  about  [%p^ants, 
a  politician,  which  only  blood  woulcT'wipc 
out.  Art  ordinary  duel  even  wotild  not  stif- 
fice.  They  decided  to  go  to  the  field  of  bat- 
tle armed  in  every  way  possible,  and  their 
weapons  included  four  pistols  each,  while 
Pleasants  took  a  sword  cane,  and  Ritchie  had 
a  short  knife  in  his  pocket.  They  l>C'gan  fir- 
ing at  200  paces,  and  emptied  their  jnstols  as 
they  drew  near  each  other-  Ritchie  was 
struck  several  times  with  I*leasants'  bullets, 
but  kept  on  tiring,  and  the  men  drew  close  to 
each  other.  Finally  their  pistols  were 
emptied,  and  it  became  a,  matter  of  personal 
combat.  Ritchie  drew  his  knife  and  Pleas- 
ants his  sword  cane,  an<l  they  went  at  \i.  They 
fought  covered  with  Idood,  gixing  terrible 
wounds  to  each  other.  Ritchie  had  a  horrid 
gash  across  his  face  from  Pleasants'  sword 
cane,  and  the  bullets  in  his  body  weakened 
him  terribly;  but  he  fought  oh.  and  finally 
managed  to  thrust  his  short  knife  into  a  vital 
spot  in  Pleasants'  anatomy.  The  latter  fell 
dead.  The  duel  had  lasted  nearly  two  hoiir>, 
and  Ritchie  barely  survived   his   wotmds. 

It  is  admitted  everywhere  that  that  mem- 
orable battle  fought  by  the  two  representa- 
tive /viistralian  heavyweights,  I'addy  Slavin 
and  Jackson,  at  the  National  Sporting  Club. 
London,  on  May  30,  1892,  was  the  greatest 
ever  witnessed.  The  greatest  because  of  its 
unusual  vigor  and  speed,  and  the  fact  that 
the  principals  were  masters  in  skill.  Jack-on 
knocked  .SJavin  out  in  thcgtcntii   round. 

We  have  today  a  herd  i)f  the  old  style 
fighting  in  Col.  VVilliam  F.  Cody,  r.ulTalo 
liill.  His  greatest  fight  was  the  duel  with 
Yellow  Hand,  a  Cheyenne  chief,  .and  a  ter- 
ror, in    1870. 

Cody,  then  a  scout  with  Gen.  .Merritt,  was 
with  the  Fifth  United  States  Cavalry  in  In- 
dian campaigning,  supi)orting  Gen.  Crook. 
One  morning,  when  they  had  overtaken  the 
Cheyennes,  and  a  battle  was  imminent,  the 
young  scout  rode  out  in  front  of  the  enemy 
and  (iarcd  any  one  to  come  out  and  ;.;ive  him 
a  battle  personally.  A'cUow  Hand  responded, 
and  they  rode  at  each  other.  .'Vt  the  Hr.sl  fire 
Cody's  bullet  killed  A'cllow  Hand's  horse,  but 
lijc.  Indiay  fought  on  behind  the  l>"<-k  "f  'ji*. 
steed  as  a  rampart.  The  scout  and  Uie  ch.ief 
fired  and  fired,  and  neither  fell,  till  finally  a 
well-directed  shot  from  Lkiffalo  Pill  struck 
'i'ellow  Hand  in  the  forehead,  and  he  fell 
dead.  Buffalo  Bill  then  rode  to  him,  leai)ed 
from  his  horse,  scalped  his  fallen  adversary, 
and  galloped  back  ot  the  soldiers'  line  before 
the  Cheyennes  could  muster  courage  enough 
to  pursue. 

Probably  the  two  greatest  wrestlers  rii  all 
time  got  together  when  Frank  Gotch,  the 
American  champion,  met  George  Hacken- 
schmidt,  the  "Russian  Lion"  and  champion  of 
the  world,  at  Chicago  (U.  S.  A.),  on  April  8, 
1908.  Some  of  the  most  strenuous  and  skil- 
ful work  ever  seen  was  vvitnes.sed  by  many 
thousands  of  people  during  the  2  hours  3 
minutes  of  the  bout's  duration.  The  struggle 
terniin*ted  by  llackenschmidt  withdrawing, 
complaining  that  Gotch  was  gouging  him  and 
resorting  to  many  illegal  tricks  without  even 


Birkeland  of  Christiania,  suggests  that  au- 
roras are  due  to  cathode  rays  given  out  from

During  1910  he  took  some  800  photo- 
graph.s,  half  of  which  turned  out  remarkably 
well.  One  important  service  of  the  camera  is 
that  it  enables  the  altitude  of  the  aurora  to 
be  found  with  accuracy  by  comparison  with 
surrounding    stars.

and  will  continue  to  be.  Our  aggressive 
policy  in  Central  .\nierica;  our  declaration 
that  oiir  coast'  line  should  be  considered  as' 
extending  from  the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande 
to  the  Panama  canal,  has  excited  the  distrust 
of  Mexico,  and  all  of  the  Central  and  South 
American  states.  The  known  friendship  of 
Diaz  towards  the  United  States,  more  than 
any  other  matter  contributed  to  his  over- 
throw. The  people  of  Mexico  hate  us;  those 
;)f  Central  .America  will  be  friendly  towards 
us  just  so  long  as  wc  have  money  and  they 
nave  concessions  to  sell,  while  those  of  the 
South    American    states    look    upon    us    with 


u])"   all    the   (lUtlying   territory   which   we  can 
find  has  created  alarm  in  Mexico  and  all  of  the 
South  American  states,  an  alarm  wdiicli   1   fear 
will    not    be    altogether    allayed    by    the    presi- 
dent's   recent    declaration     that     it     was     not 
our    policy     to    accjuire     more     territory.     We 
are    exercising    a    suzerainty'    over    Cuba    that 
will    sooner   or    later    seriously    involve    us    in 
that   (|uarter:   we  are  holding   the    Philippines 
in    line   l)v    means  of  a  greater   military    force 
than  we  ever  used  in  any  of  our  wars,  during 
our  entire  existence  as  a  nation,  the  great  re- 
bellion alone  excepted;  our  annual  military  and 
naval  expenses  have  increased  during  the  last 
ten  years  of  profound  peace  from  one  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  to  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  million  of  dollars.     I  am  not  criticizing 
either  our  own,  or  the  foreign  policy  of  Great 
Britain.     I  am  endeavoring  to  describe  condi- 
tions as  they  are  known     to     exist.     In     the 
language  of  the  late  Mr.  Cleveland,  "It  is  a 
condition    and    not   a    theory,    that   confronts 
us."     1  am  not  ignorant  ot  the  tact  that  dip- 
lomacy  seeks   to  cunceal   the  ominous  condi- 
tions  which    I    have    endeavored    to   describe. 
Ever  and  anon   we  are     told     that     profound 
peace  prevails  in  the  Philippines,  but  it  is  the 
peace  of  Warsaw!    In  season  and  out  of  sea- 
son, Japan  protests  her  love  for  us,  but  she 
"doth  protest   too  much."     I  sljspect,  if  I  do 
not   fear   the   frieudsljip   Of   th   eman    Who   is 
continually  protesting  his  love  for  me;  tinieo 
Danaus  et  dona  ferentes! 

I  know  that  our  warlike  P^^P^" 
rations  are  sought  to  be  justified  by  that  vic- 
ious old  maxim,  "in  time  of  peace  prepare  for 
war,"  which  some  one  has  paraphrased, 
though  not  improved  by  saying  "in  time  of 
peace  prepare  to  maintain  it/* 

Napoleon,    the   greatest   soldier,   and     the 
most  astute  statesman  of  any  age,  said  that 
the  safety  of  the  empire  did  not  so  much  ilc- 
pend  upon  navies  and  armies  as  upon  the  loy- 
alty of  tlie  citizen.     Before  any  t\>reign  power 
save  Great  Britain  alone,  from  whom  we  need 
never  apprebend  danger,  could  mobilize  and 
land  an  army  on  our  coast,  the  United  States 
could   organize,    arm    and    equip    a    volunteer 
force   of   sufficient  strength    and   courage   to 
drive   the  invader  into   the   sea.     During     no 
period  of     our  one  hundred     and     thirty-six 
yeat'sipf  national  existence  have  .we  been   in 
less   danger   of   foreign    oppression,    nor .  had 
less    cause    for.    apprehension,    provided,    >ji 
course,  thatwie  offer  no  titireasonable  provo- 
cation.   But,  say  our  friends  on  the  other  side, 
wdio  are   in   league   with   the   steel   trust   that 
want  millions  for  building  our  war  ships,  and 
the   contractors   who   want   millions   more   for 
supplying  our  commissary,  if  we  do  not  keep 
a  large  army  of  twenty-live,  to  thirty  thousand 
men  in  the  Philippines,  the  ])eoplc  there  will 
rise  up  and  assert  their  independence.     Well, 
that's  exactly   w'hal   we   did   one   hundred  and 
thirty^six  year^  ago.  and   wc  ari-   so  pr-md  of 
it  that  we  are  met  today  to  celebrate  the  an- 
niversary of  that  event.     .And  I   do  not  hesi- 
tate to  say  that    I  tru>t  the  time  may  soon  ar- 
rive, and  the  sooner  tlie  belter,  when  the  peo- 
ple of  those  Islands  may  meet  as  we  are  met 
today,  to  celebrate  their  independence  of  the 
United  States,  and  all   the  world  besides.

I  have  been 
assigned  the  duty  of  talking  about  "our 
neighbors."  and  1  have  the  authority  of  the 
presideni  of  the  United  .States  for  saying  that 
the  whole  world  are  our  neighbors.  But  to 
come  a  little  closer  home,  I  will  resume  the 
subject  ^f\  "ur  relations  to  our  closer  neigh- 
bor, the   British   Empire. 

I  said  in  the  beginning  of  my  remarks 
that  we  are  making  history  today,  as  it  was 
ne\er  made  before;  that  the  English  speaking 
l)eoples  are  liecoming  more  closely  allied 
than  ever  before.  Arbitration  treaties,  and 
arrangements  for  commercial  reciprcjcily  are 
lieing  ]jerfected  to  the  end  that  these  pco|)le 
may  as  nearly  as  is  consistent  with  their  scp- 
;irate  national  integrity  become  one  i)eoi)le. 
1  nec<l  iK)t  repeat  what  i  have  already  said, 
that  there  should  be  no  union  of  these  great 
empires.  Let  Canada  maintain  her  loyalty, 
not  t(.  ICnglaiul,  but  to  the  great  British  Em- 
pire', ol'  which  she  is  so  iuiportant  a  part. 
Heaven  grant  that  through  the  ages  the  citi- 
zens ot  this  great  empire,  wherever  located, 
may  maintain  a  heart  felt  loyalty  to  their 
government — one  tlag.  one  king  and  one  peo- 
])le  :  and  let  us  ^Americans  endca\-or  to  main- 
tain the  integrity  of  our  glorions  union,  an 
"indissoluble  union  of  indestructible  states." 
Let  the  flags  of  each,  the  red.  white  and  blue, 
re'presenting  fervenc}'.  purity,  and  constancy, 
float  side  by  sitle  in  one  eternal   peace. 

I  have  twice  declared  that  we  are  making 
history,  as  history  was  never  made  before; 
in  conclusion  allow  me  to  recite  some  facts 
that  justify  this  assertion.  I  mean  to  refer 
to  our  diplomatic  relations  to  other  powers 
in  the  matter  of  the  construction  of  the  Pan- 
ama canal.  At  fir.Ht  blush  it  may  seem  to  you 
that  this  is  foreign  to  my  subject,  but  if  you 
will  bear  with  me  a  few  moments  you  will 
find  that  it  is  apropos  in  a  very  striking 
degree.  It  is  a  part  of  the  code  of  interna- 
tional law  that  no  nation  or  power  shall  be 
allowed  to  construct  for  its  own  exclusive 
use,  a  canal  which  shall  separate  ccjutinents 
and  unite  seas,  the  great  highways  of  the 
world.  It  would  occupy  more  time  than  I 
have  allowed  to  myself,  to  go  into  a  discus- 
sion of  the  rea.sons  for  this  rule;  suffice  it  to 
say  that  the  rule  is     recognized     among     all

with  whom  she  was  at  war.  to  jjass  freely 
thron,i;li  the  canal.  It  pro\  ided  that  at  each 
termini,  within  a  distance  of  three  miles,  no 
act  of  war  should  be  committed;  and  that  an 
enemy's  vessel  passing  out  ^^  this  neutral  port 
should  have  twenty-four  hours  leeway  liefore 
being  pursued;  It  provided  that  the  United 
States  should  be  permitted  to  use  no  more 
force  than  might  be  necessary  to  protect  the 
canal  against  lawlessness  and  disorder. 

Notwithstanding  these  solemn  treaty 
stipulations  we  are  engaged  in  fortifying  the 
canal  in  such  manner  as  to  completely  block- 
ade the  .same,  and  prevent  its  use  by  any 
power  against  whom  we  may  see  proper  to 
discriminate ;  forty  million.s  of  dollars  were, 
appropriated  at  the  last  session  of  congress 
for  the  purpose  of  beginning  this  work  of 
fortification  ;  this  is  but  a  beginning,  however; 
if  we  complete  the  work  under  one  hundred 
millions  we  shall  doSvell. 

What  means  all  this?  Is  it  not  singular, 
that  before  we  have  completed  the  canal,  we 
should  inaugurate  a  deliberate  violation  of 
the  treaties  under  which  we  have  been  per- 
mitted to  con.Sv'TUCt  it?  Is  it  not  a  still  more

is    not    spreading,   but   vanishing. 

"Those  who  maintain  that  agnosticism  is 
spreading  in  our  country  do  not  seem  to  me 
to  really  understand  what  is  involved  in  ag- 
nosticism." 

Science  Beneficial  to  Religion 
"What  do  you  think  is  the  effect  of  scienti- 
fic   discoveries    on    religious    influence?"    Dr. 
Campbell   was  asked, 

"Science  in  the  true  sense  has  a  beneficial 
effect  and  a  good  religious  influence,  ^or  in 
science  we  read  God  as  the  Universal  First 
Cause.  It  is  the  book  of  nature  which  teaches 
of  God,  and  those  who  have  not  the  Bible  can 
find  God  in  nature,  although  in  a  phase  of  His 
eharacter  different  from  that  taught  in  the 
Scriptures." 

Recalling  the  ojnnion  expressed  by  the 
Dean  of  Columbia  on  the  intentionally  non- 
scientific  account  of  the  Creation  in  the  Bible, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Campbell  was  asked  whether  he 
t'nought  that  the  Bible's  account  Oi  v^rcatiori 
was  to  be  regarded  as  an  accurate  account  of 
the  mode  and  manner  in  which  the  unii'grse 
was  brought  abotit. 

"The  Rock  of  Holy  Writ" 
"Yes,  it  is,"  replied  the  well-known  evan- 
gelical divine,  with  conviction.  "I  think  that 
the  Bible  was  not  written  as  a  text-book  of  ac- 
c u rat e  informatioTi^of-^astronomy;  geology,  and — 
other  branches  of  science,  but — as  Dean  Doull 
suggested — to  teach  the  relation  of  God  to  the 
world  and  to  man.  Science,  however,  has  not 
yet  proved  the  account  of  Creation  in  the  first 
chapter  of  Genesis  to  be  incorrect.  Neither,  in 
my  opinion,  is  there  a  statement  in  it  which 
conlficts  with  the  discoveries  of  science,  when 
correctly  interpreted.  The  view  Presbyterians 
take  of  science  in  relation  to  Creation,  and  the 
interpretation  we  give  to  statements  in  Gen- 
esis first  chapter,  may  appear  contradictory, 
but  experience  shows  that  they  are  reconcilc- 
able,  and  that  the  Bible  every  time  is  correct 
as  far  as  it  goes." 

"Do  you  think  then  that  scientific  pursuits 
tend  to  agnosticism?" 

"No!    I    do    not."     replied     Dr.     Campbell. 
"The  study  of  science  should  tend  to  establish 
the  faith   of  the  Gospel.     Thi.s  is  clearly  seen 
in  the  productions  of  leaders  in  scientific  re- 
search.   .Take  one  illustration,  that  of  the  work 
of  a  world-renowned  Canadian.  Dr.  Dawson's 
"Origin  of  the  World.     He  clearly  shows  how 
scientific  pursuit  establishes  faith  in  the  Bible 
and    its    teachiui^s,   and    the   abolishing   of  ag- 
nosticism from  the  mind  of  man." 
Higher  Criticism 
"WHiat  do   you     think     of     the    effects    of 
Higher  Criticism    on    the    influence     of    the 
churches,    Doctor?" 

"Higher    Criticism    is    on    the    wdiole  good. 
It  is  associated,  however,  with  attacks  on  the 
genuineness  and  credibility  of  the  Bible.    This 
is  not   the   legitimate  object  ol  Higher   Criti- 
cism,  but   rather   inciuiry  into   the   object   anci 
character  of  the  documents  and  books  which 
constitute  the  Bible.     The  books  of  the  Bible 
have    nothing   to    fear    from    a   thorough    and 
searching  examination.     It  has  everything  to 
fear  from  a  superficial  examination.     The  lat- 
ter fans  the  flames  of  infidelity  as  they  sweep 
along  their  devastating  course.   But  the  former 
checks    them    in    their    inad    career,   and    strip 
them   of   their   pernicious   influences.     Higher 
Criticism   can  onlv  confirm  the  claims  which 
the  Bible  makes  for  itself.     The  Bible  stands 
on   a   rock   from    which   neither   Higher   Criti- 
cism  nor  the  attacks   of  atheists  and   infidels 
can  ever  dislodge. 

"It  is  amusing,  and  at  the  same  time  pitiful, 
the  fear  which  some  good  people  have  for  the 
Word  of  God.  as  if  sceptics  and  infidels,  and 
higher  critics  were  stronger  than  God  himself. 
The  true  aim  of  Higher  Crtiicism  must  be  to 
find  and  retain  what  is  true  genuine  and  cast 
out  wdiat  is  not  true.  As  Christians  we  believe 
that  the  truth  changes  not.  and  the  truth  is  in 
the  P.ible.  If  there  is  error,  it  is  in  our  inter- 
pretation of  the  statements  which  convey  the 
truth.  Wc  should  be  always  liberal;  for  what 
is  the  heterodox  of  our  age  not  infrequently 
becomes  the  orthodoxy  of  another  age." 

.And  with  this  kindly  and  broad-minded 
homily,  so  characteristic  of  the  man,  the 
champion  of  the  Bible  started  off  to  give  coun- 
sel and  cheerful  confidence  to  others  in  diffi- 
culty or  doubt.

Commencement

bought  in  the  spring,  using  broody  licn^  or 
an  incubator.  In  starting,  comnuMKc  slowly 
and  gradually  work  up,  as  it  is  fatal  to  go  at 
business  in  too  big  a  way  before  being  master 
of  all  the  intricacies  of  this  industry. 

Raising  Chickens 

To  raise  pullets  for     winter ,egg/  laying, 

hatch  early— Wyandottes  in  March  and  April, 
and  Leghorns  in  April  and  May.  In  hatching, 
if  hens  are  used,  set  them  in  long  bpj^es  con- 
taining different  nest  divisions;  shut  them  up 
and  feed  whole  corn  and  wheat  but  once  a 
day,  giving  water  as  well.  By  shutting  hens 
on  nests,  nothing-  can  go  wrong  during  your 
absence,  and  a  very  high  percentage  of  eggs 
are  hatched.  In  making  nests,  put  damp  earth 
at  the  bottom  of  the  nest,  and  then  straw  or 
hay.  Scatter  insect  powder  in  the  nest,  and 
dust  the  sitting  hens  frequently.  Always  set 
hens  in  a  quiet  house  away  from  other  fowls. 
The  19th  or  20th  day  the  chicks  will  appear,

Houses  and  Runs 
The  open  front  is  the  kind  of  house  to 
use   and  there  are  a  number  o^  good  designs- 
Five  to  six  square  feet  of  floor  space  per  bird 
should  be  allowed;  houses  should  face  south 
or  southeast  to  receive  sun.    The  dimensions 
of  a  satisfactory  house  for  a  flock  of  50  birds 
follows:  Floor  dimensions,   10x30  ft.;  height, 
back  4  ft,  front  y'A  ft-     Have  a  projection  of 
2  ft   out  over  front  to  prevent  ram  driving  in. 
Roof  and  back  should  be  covered  with  a  one- 
ply  roofing  material,  or  else  shingles      fhei^ 
should  be  a  wooden  floor  about    a    foot    ott 
ground,  and  this  space  underneath  should  be 
boarded  up.     It  is  better  to  have  floor  not  too 
close  to  ground,  as  it  does^  not  offer  such  a 
.«£u,re    ^nr    rat.s.     The   front   of     the     house 
shoiHa '  T)e'  boarded  'up  Wree  feet  from   floor, 
and    wire   netting   three    feet   widfe.   one  inch 
mesh  above  this. 

Drop  bf^ards  three  feet  wide  should  be  un- 
der the   double  perches  at  back,  running  the 
whole   length   of   house.     Nest  boxes   should 
be  constructed  which     open  out     from     the 
front   of  the   house.     Allow   one   nest  box  to 
four   hens.     Two   doors,   three   feet  wide,  are 
made  at  each  end  .M'  the  house.     There  should 
be  a  part  division  in  middle  of  house,  only  al- 
lowing opening  for   passage   the   same   width 
as  door.     A  sitting  coop  to  cure  broody  hens 
should  be  made  of  wire  or  laths  and  suspend- 
ed in  the  house  against  front.     Also  place  a 
feed    hopi)er   and   fowls'   drinking   tin   in    each 
house.      On    the    floor   put    six    inches    of   dry 
earth  and  about  a  foot  of  straw,  but  a  small 
Iiart  of  floor  should  be  left  free  of^  straw,_  so 
that  fowls  can  have  dust  baths.     This  is  im- 
portant.    The  straw  requires  frequent  chang- 
ing, as  grain  is  scat'-.ed  in  it  to  provide  ex- 
ercise for  the  birds,  and  so  is  soon  churned 
up   small.     Earth   should   be   changed   once   a 
year,   when   the   house   should   be    thoroughly 
sprayed.     Clean    drop-boards    at    least    three 
times  a  week. 

Large  wired-in  runs  should  be  made  each 
side  of  house,  so  that  these  yards  can  be  al- 
ternated, plowing  one  of  the  runs  each  year 
and  sowing  with  clover  and  grass.  In  this 
way  green  feed  is  always  reiady  for  the  fowls, 
anci  the  land  is  kept  sweet  and  clean. 

The  house  given  can  be  built  any  length 
required.  Long  houses  arc  an  advantage,  in 
that  labor  is  saved..  The  cost  of  house  anrl 
runs,  including  labor,  will  be  about  $1.50  per 

bird. 

Breed 

And  now,  what  to  put  in  the  hous'c.     One 
of  the  greatest   mistakes  made   in  starting  is 
beginning  with   a   non-business  breed.     Some 
poultry  papers,  when  asked  what  breed  to  use, 
weakly  reply,  "The  breed  one  fancies."     Can 
anv  one  make  a  commercial   success  of    Ban- 
tams or  Polish?     And   there     are     numerous 
other   breeds    which    are   more   or   less     fancy 
breeds.     And     ^g'^i'i;     regarding  the     heavier 
breeds,  there  is  something  to  be  made  out  of 
producing  table  poultry,  but  by  far  the  most 
profitable  side  is  egg  farming.     For  the  large 
egg  farm.  White  Leghorns  are  the  most  profit- 
able.    They  lay  well  in  winter,     too,  in     this 
climate.     I'^.ir  instance,  on  1st  of  January  I  re- 
ceived 05  eggs'  from  one  house  containi«g  163 
pullets.     White  Leghorns     are     a     non-.sitting 
breed,  an  advantage  where  large  numbers  are 
kept,  but  incubators  must  be  used  in  hatching. 
On   this  island   arc   numerous   men   making  a 
first  class  commercial  success  handling  White 
Leghorns,  also  a  number  are  doing  the  same 
with  W'hite  Wyandottes     (the     best     general 
purpose  breed).     A  good     laying     strain     of 
White  W''yandottes  average  over     12     dozen 
eggs  each,  while  last  year  IJiad  a  pen  of  60 
that  averaged  161  eggs  for  the  year.    If  one  is 
not  going  in  for  a  very  large  egg  farm  (when 
White  Leghorns. should  be  used)  and  only  in- 
tends keeping  about  200  fowls,  White  Wyan- 
dottes will  give  the  greatest  satisfaction.  They 
arc  hardy,  quick     maturing,     laying    at     six 
months,  and     make     splendid     broilers     and 
roasters.    Also  they  lav  a  large  egg  and  make 
splendid  mothers,  so  that  it  is  not  necessary 
to  employ   incubators.     Fifty   White  Wyan- 
dotte* in  a  flock  is  about  the  most  satisfac-

Culling 

The  secret  of  having  strong  stock  is  close 
culling.  When  chickens  are  under  six  weeks 
old.  all  delicate  ones  should  be  killed.  Don't 
hesitate,  as  if  you  do  this  no  more  weak  speci- 
mens will  be  seen,  and  the  breeder  will  find 
he  has  an  even  flock  of  chickens,  Never  doc- 
tor poor  specimens,  but  use  the  Killing  method.

Market 

The  market  for  eggs  and  poultry  in  Brit- 
ish Columbi^-  is-  trpmf.mlous.  aiiu  tiic  country 
is  growing  at  such  a  rate  that  the  production 
cannot  begin  to  keep  pace  with  the  consump- 
tion.

FORTY   MILLION   RATS 


ENGLAND'S  NEW  NAVAL  AIRSHIP 


The  question  of  the  extermination  of  rats 
was  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
the  Central  and  Associated  Chambers  of  Agri- 
culture, held  in  London  last  month,  and  a 
resolution  was  passed  expressing  the  opinion 
that  it  is  impossible  in  many  districts  to  deal 
satisfactorily  vxith  tlie  pest  except  by  sys- 
tematic methods  carried  out  over  large  areas. 
iMr.  iMtzhcrbert  Brockoles  said,  it  was  esti- 
mated that  there  were  40.000,000  rats  in  the 
British  Isles,  ami  that  each  rat  caused  a  1"-^ 
of  J4d  a  da}-.  .\>suming  that  these  Hgurcs 
were  right,  the  total  loss  from  destruction  of 
food  and  material  was  £1 5,000-000  per  annum. 
Farmers  had  a  great  many  pests,  such  as 
sparrows,  wood  pigeons,  starlings,  and  moles, 
but  there  was  an  essential  difference  between 
these  and  rat.s — the  rat  carried  disease,  and 
that  put  it  on  a  different  ])lanc  from  othcj- 
nests. 

During  the  discussion  it  was  said  that  in 
preserving  game  ganflekcc^pers  had  killed  the 
enemies  of  rats,  and  had  thus  upset  the  bal- 
ance of  Nature. 

Mr.  Herman  Biddell  said  game  preserves 
should  hint  to  their  gamekeepers  to  kill  a  few 
more  rats  and  fewer  owls  and  kestrels.  White 
owls  and  sparrow-hawks  did  not  df)  much 
harm  to  game,  but  they  certainly  kept  down 
the  rats. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture should  be  asked  to  receive  a  deputation 
on  the  matter. 


Further   particulars   arc   now   available  re- 
specting the  naval  airship  under  construction 
for  the' British  Government  at  Barrov^'-on-Fur- 
ness,  England.

The  lifting 
power  is  21  tons,  4  ton,-,  more  than  that  of  the 
Ze|)elin  VHl."    The  length  is  510ft.,  maximum 
diameter  48ft.,  gas  caj-sacity  706,336  cubic  fctt. 
The    envelope    is    conslmcted    of    silk,    and    is 
divided    into   seven    sections.     Very    thorough 
tests   are   being  undertaken.

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THE  COMING  SHOOTING  SEASON 


Although  the  majority  of  sportsmen  ;it 
this  season  are  thinking  iri'Te  of  fish  tlian 
game,  the  gun  enthusiasts  liave  l)een  l;il<ing 
note  of  the  stock  of  breeding  birds  with  an 
eye  to  the  prospects  for  sp'.)rt  in  the  fall. 

Pheasant  and  grouse  chicks  are  reported 
from  many  districts  as  forward  and  strong  in 
numbers,  and  we  would  suggest  that  now, 
when  the  young  birds  are  over  the  greatest 
dangers  besetting  their  tirst  babyhood,  is  the 
right  time  fur  the  authorities  to  employ  the 
right  men  in  all  districts  to  size  up  the  stock 
of  birds  with  a  view  to  deciding  as  to  the 
order  in  council  to  be  brought  in  regarding 
the  opening  of  the  shooting  season. 

Last  year  it  was  claimed  that  these  were 
issued  too  late  and  that  full  opportunities 
were  not  given  to  sportsmen  to  put  forward 
their  views  and  arguments  as  to  the  fixing 
of  opening^  dates.  This  year,  then,  let  us  by 
all  means  bestir  ourselves  in  time  to  induce 
the  authorities  to  listen  to  the  views  oi  all 
interested  so  that  there  may  be  no  dissatis- 
faction expressed  after  it  is  too  late. 

As  regards  the  grouse  we  consider  that 
the  game  warden's  report  for  i^io  handles 
the  matter  in  a  most  capable  and  sensible 
manner  and  we  reprint  that  portion  of  the  re- 


will  decinialc  ihem  much  more  rajjidly  tlian 
the  shooting.  Even  in  the  old  days,  when 
shooters  were  few  and  grouse  plentiful,  there 
were  fre(]uently  years  when  the  birds  al- 
mo!?t  disappeared,  and  it  was  nothing  Imt 
disease  that  caused  il.  Let  us  close  the  sea- 
son for  grouse  and  enforce  it  rigidly  for  ten 
years,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  there 
might  nu\  he  more  birrls  than  there  are  now,; 
disease  might  get  among  them  just  the  year 
before  the  close  season  exjiired ;  but  with 
moderate  shooting  every  -year  such  would. 
probably,  not  occur. 

The  first  principle  of  game  protection  is 
to  get  up  a  good  stock  of  birds  and  shoot  off 
jttst  a  sufficient  number  to  leave  a  good  breed- 
ing stock  for  the  next  season.  It  was  in  pur- 
suance of  this  principle  that  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  open  the  season,  earlier;  birds 
were  reported  plentiful,  and  the  reports  have 
proved  correct.  It  might  have  been  put  off 
another  year  and  fewer  birds  found  than  this 
season.  As  it  is.  a  number  of  men  have  en- 
joycci  a  »v-\v  goOvj  ^layt)  opcri,,  no  iiarm  nas 
been  done,  and  possibly  some  good. 

Taking  into  account,  however,  the  ivymber

As  a  matter  of  fact,  reports  of  diseased 
grouse  on  Vancouver  Island  have  reached  this 
oftice.  Many  of  the  birds  killed  have  had  a 
species  of  worm  in  the  back.  This  is  said  by 
many  not  to  be  a  fatal  disease,  but  it  is  a  fact 
that  the  disappearance  of  the  willow  grouse 
on  the  mainland  occurred  shortly  after  the 
birds  being  thus  affected." 
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port  for  the  benefit  of  those  of  our  readers 
who  have  not  yet  seen  it; 

Grouse 
"Taking  the  province  as  a  whole,  the 
grouse  season  has  been  a  most  successful  one. 
Almost  every  district  on  the  Mainland  re- 
ports a  better  stock  of  both  willow  and  blue 
grouse  than  for  years  past.  The  blue  grouse, 
however,  left  for  the  hills  very  early  this  sea- 
son, and'  in  spite  of  the  season  being  opened 
on  September  1.  in  the  interim  but  few  of  this 
species  were  shot.  Excellent  bags  of  willow 
grouse  have  been  the  rule  all  over  the  Main- 
land. 

With  regard  to  Vancouver  Island  and  the 
vexed  question  as  to  the  opening  of  the  sea^ 
son,  events  have  proved  that  the  opening  of 
the. season  on  September  15  was  justified.  Blue 
grouse  were  more  plentiful  than  for  years 
past,  and,  considering  the  number  of  people 
shooting  nowadays  in  comparison  with  prev- 
ious years,  when  enormous  bags  were  made, 
excellent  sport  was  obtained  for  a  few  days 
before  the  birds  scattered;  nor  was  there  the 
excessive  slaughter  prophesied  by  a  few  pes- 
simists, who  foretold  dire  havoc  amongst 
the  grouse  if  the  season  was  opened  before 
the  1st  October.  There  lias  been  so  much 
discussion  over  the  opening  of  the  grouse  sea- 
son on  Vancouver  Island  that  a  plain  state- 
ment of  the  case  may  be  desirable. 

Willow  grouse  live  and  breed  on  almost 
entirely  the  same  ground  throughout  the 
year,  and  are  principally  confined  to  bottom 
lands  and  the  gulches  at  the  foot  of  moun- 
tains; they  are  not  often  in  a  condition  to 
shoot  before  September  15.  and  could  be  bet- 
ter left  until  October. 

Rlue  grouse  are  migratory  to  a  great  ex- 
tent; they  come  down  from  the  mountains  in 
the  spring  to  breed,  and  stay  down  until  the 
broods     are     either     entirely     or  almost  full- 


grown. 


In  the  interior  the  blue  grouse  start  to 
migrate  into  the  mountains  earlier  than  on 
the  coast,  generally  beginning  about  the  last 
week  in  August;  on  Vancouver  Island  and  the 
coast  they  stay  down  a  fortnight  or  so  later, 
according  tu  the  ,seaspn.  When  they  _stan 
they  go  cpiickly,  'so  that  where  numbers  of 
birds  may  be  found  oiie  week,  hardly  any  are 
to  be  seen  the  next.  Bctorc  the  migratinn 
starts  they  are  congregated  on  the  lower  lands 
and  foothills,  and  are  easily  found  and  shot. 
Later  on  they  scatter  more  and  more  as  they 
ascend  the  mountains,  and"  as  the  weather  be- 
comes severe  they  take  to  the  spruce  trees, 
until  late  in  the  year  many  of  the  birds  hard- 
ly ever  go  on  the  ground;  and,  in  addition, 
after  living  on  the  spruce  buds  for  some  time 
their  flesh  becomes  unpalatable. 

.Vs  soon  as  the  migration  starts,  linding 
^he  blue  grouse  becomes  a  matter  of  dittieulty, 
except  to  a  few  experts  who  have  sufficient 
local  knowledge  to  follow  their  migration.  To 
men  who  have  this  knowledge  there  is  always 
the  possibility  *of  fair  sport,  but  otherwise  the 
chances  are  poor.  It  was  thought  that  pos- 
sibly the  opening  of  the  shooting  season  start- 
ed the  birds  on  their  migration,  and  if  this 
date  were  delayed  that  they  would  remain ; 
this,  however,  has  not  proved  to  be  the  case. 
It  is  the  nature  of  the  bird  to  migrate,  and 
they  would  do  it  just  the  same  if  they  were 
never  fired  at  again.  Of  course,  every  local- 
ity varies  a  little  according  to  the  difi^Vrent 
conditions,  but  that  the  blue  grouse  move  off' 
from  their  breeding  grounds  is,  and  always 
will  be,  an  unalterable  fact. 

The  old  date  for  'grouse  shooting  was 
Sept.  I,  but  for  two  seasons  prior  to  this  year 
the  season  for  grouse  did  not  open  until  Oc- 
tober I,  anfl  this  has.  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
])u^€s.  been  er|ual  to  having  a  close  season  on 
Vancouver  Island,  as  the  men  who  have  the 
necessary  local  knowledge  and  energy  to  fol- 
low these  birds  are  few  in  the  extreme.  This 
has  undoubtedly  resulted  in  the  stock  of  birds 
becoming  quite   large   again. 

Under  such  circumstances  as  the  above, 
surely  the  opening  of  the  season  on  Septem- 
ber 15th  was  justifiable.  What  is  the  use  of 
getting  up  a  stock  of  birds  if  they  are  always 
going  to  be  protected?  They  will  only  in- 
crease to  a  certain  number,  and  then  diesa.se

He  and  I  always  had  a  little  rivalry  on  tap 
most  of  the  time,  and  once  or  twice  I  out- 
lucked  him  in  getting  a  better  location  for  a 
"blind"  than  he  had,  and  got  more  birds.  But 
shell  for  shell  he  was  easily  my  master,  and 
I    knew    it.      But    w«    werg  just     friendliest 


ground,  and  the  man  that  gets  the  fewest 
"Jacks"  with  N'o-  5  twelve  shells,  he  eats  that 
crow.     Are  you  game?" 

**Now  I  aint  so  stuck  on  crow  as  I  might 
be,  even  if  I  am  a  Democrat  and  ought  to  be 
getting  used  to  it  as  an  article  of  diet.  But 
it  was  up  to  me.  The  rest  of  the  boys  were 
standing  there  and  so  I  said  "I'm  with  you." 
We  counted  out  12  shells  apiece,  and  then  we 
flipped  a  quarter  for  the  choice  of  the  ground 
and  Charley  wins  and  takes  the  big  slue,  leav- 
ing me  the  pasture  to  the  west,  which  was 
handsome  of  him,  for  he  gave  me  the  best 
ground. 

"We  both  had  12-gauge  guns,  and  the 
shells  were  loaded  exactly  the  same,  three 
drams  of  powder  and  an  ounce  and  an  eighth 
of  number  eight  shot.  Now  you  know  that 
jack-snipe  shooting  is  "singles"  and  "doubles" 
and  it  isn't  once  iri'^ears  that  a  man  gets  a 
cross-shot,  or  two  snipe  in  line  and  gets  as 
many  as  two  jack-snipe  at  one  shot.  A  man 
may  see  a-  wisp  of  them  where  there  are  five 
or  six  birds  pretty  close  together,  but  they 
are  usually  away  up  out  of  range.  I've  hunted 
snipe  for  30  years  and  only  killed  two  on  a 
cross-shot  once  in  my  life,  and  two  at  one 
shot  once  where  one  snipe  juini)ed  up  ahead 
of  a  snipe  I  was  pulling  on.  " 

"Well,  12  birds  for  my  12  shells  would 
have  been  a  perfect  score.  1  rather  ex])ected 
Charley  to  get  an  even  dozen  with  his  shells, 
for  he  was  the  best  snipe-shot  I  ever  saw. 
When  I  got  down  to  the  pasture,  I  went  in  by 
the  bars  and  jumped  a  pair  of  "jacks"  right 
at  the  edge  of  a  bog-hole  there,  and  1  killed 
one  and  missed  the  other.  Thipk«  I  to  my- 
self, no  more  doubles.  Both  shots  were  easy, 
but  the  seeoiul  hinl  twisted  out  just  as  I  let  go 
at  him,  and  got  away.  The  next  shot  I  got 
was  at  a  single  bird  and  I.  winged  him  antl 
gathered  him  all  right.  Then  up  juir.jjs  a 
])air  and  I  salted  the  first  one  and  didn't  shoot 
at  the  other.  Cowardly  calf.  Then  I  got 
into  a  lot  of  them,  and  began  to  pump  it  to 
them  lively,  'i'he  best  I  could  do  after  I  had 
fired  1 1  shells  was  to  pick  u])  nine  birds,  and 
I  thought  I  was  doing  pretty  well  at  that, 
r  saved  the  last  shell  for  a  "cinch."  1  wanted 
to  score  sure  with  that  last  shell. 

"Well,  sir.  1  was  coming  across  tlie  pas- 
ture and  I  got  to  where  that  >pring-hole  is 
tiiat  they  used  to  have  l)oarded  up,  and  there 
was  a  collide  of  i)osts  there  that  they  used  to 
hitch  horses  to,  with  a  lone  plank  pretty  close 
to  the  bott(jm  of  the  jxists,  that  went  from  one 
post  to  the  other,  'i'he  top  plank  had  fallen 
down,  and  the  middle  plank  was  a  mere 
thin  stri])  of  scantling,  and  was  about 
five  inches  from  the  ground.  Now  you  fel- 
lows needn't  believe  it  if  you  don't  want  to, 
but  as  sure  as  we're  sitting  here  there  vvere 
three  jack-snipe  perched  on  that  strip  of 
plank.  Now  I've  seen  "a  "jack"  light  on  a 
fence  post  sometimes  in  the  spring  time  when 
they  were  going  up  and  coming  down  with 
that  drumming  sound  they  make,  but  this,  was 
a  new  wrinkle  on  me." 

"I  sneaked  up  around  some  cat-tails  and 
got  'cm  all  in  line  and  turned  loose.  I  killed 
two  of  'em  and  wing-tipped  the  third,  and  of 
course  got  him  with  the  others.  There  was 
me.  with  the  i)erfect  score.  I  t'fSils  up  here 
and  pretty  soon  along  comes  Charley  -with 
eleven  "jacks."  We  counted  out  our  birds 
on  the  table  and  Charley  says  whcre's  my 
crow?" 

"The  cook  brought  the  crow  out,  fried  to 
a  turn,  and  looking  mighty  appetizing  1  guess 
a  wdiole  lot  NOT.  By  this  time  some  of  the 
boys  had  tied  up  a  dozen  birds  on  one  nail 
over  the  table  and  Charley's  eleven  on  another 
nail  close  by. 

"Charley,  he  studies  anrl  studies,  and  looks 
my  bunch  over  close  to  sec  that  they're  all 
sure  enough  "jacks. "  and  nv  plover  among 
'em.  and  then  he  sits  down  and  takes  hold  of 
his  knife  and  fork  and  draws  his  chair  as 
near   to  the   table   as   he   could   get. 

"And  just  as  he  sticks  the  fork  into  old 
Mr.  Crow  and  slices  hard  down  along  the 
breast-bone.'  1  tapped  him  on  the  shoulder, 
and  I  says,  'hold  on.  Charley.' "

place,  and  he  was  obliged  to  descend  without 
firing  a  shot.     On  the  pass  the  wind  was  bit- 
terly cold,  fine  particles  being  blown  into  our 
faces  from  the  patches  of  snow  which  had  de- 
fied  the  heat  of  the  sun   since  the   last   fall. 
'Crossing  the  pass,  we  dropped  down  a  steep 
and   difficult  track  for  some  miles,   the  prox- 
imity of  a  village  being  indicated  by  patches 
of  fields,  which  at  this  season 'were,  of  course, 
unsown.    In  this  part  of  Tibet  the  agriculturist 
depends  entirely  on  irrigation  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  his  land,  the  rainfall  being  quite  inade- 
quate.   The  ditches  which  divide  the  fields  are 
frequenlty,  as  they  were  here,  overgrown  with 
a  small   red,   thorny  bush,  and   we   were   de- 
lighted to  see  several  coveys  of  patridges  run- 
ning in  and  out   of  the  borders  of  thejields. 
But  our  march    liad   been    long,  tlie   liour  was 
latCi  and  v»"c  Had  not  much  time  to  ?p^rc  if  wc 
were  to  reach  our  camp  before  nightfall.     So 
contenting  ourselves  with  taking  toll  from  one 
or  two  coveys,  we  pushed   on.     At  night  we 
were  to  put  up  in  the  house  which  a  Ti]#tan 
gentleman  had  kindly  placed  at  our  disposal, 
and  which  we  were  glad  to  reach  shortly  after 
sunset,   just    wdien   the   cold   began    to   be    in- 
tense.   Our  host  was  away  at  the  time  of  olir 
arrival,  but  we  were  to"  meet  him  the  next  day 
on  our  road.     We  started  early  the  next  morn- 
ing, and,  after  riding  a  mile,  reached  some  hot 
springs,  the  water  of  which  had  been  directed 
into   rough    stone   baths,    round   which   houses 
had   been  built,   but   the   baths,  being  open  to 
the    sky    above,    were    very    chilly    places    for 
bathing,   in   spite  of  the   hot  water  they   con- 
tained.     Here  we  found  our  host  of  the  night 
before,  and  after  thanking  him  for  his  kindness 
in  lending  us  his  house,  we  pushed  on.    At  the 
summit  of  a  pass  I  saw  a  herd  of  burhel  show- 
ing some   fair  horns   amongst   them,  but  just 
as    I    had    succeeded   in   .stalking   to    within    a 
reasonable    distance    for    a    shot,    they    were 
scared    by   a    shepherd,    and    I    was    forced    to 
leave  them  and  hurry  after  my  companion.      I 
found  him  about  three  miles  the  other  side  cf 
the   pass,    wdierc   he   had   halted  to   await   my 
arrival  before  commencing  to  shoot  in  a  prom- 
ising-looking  thorn    jungle,   in   which    he   had 
seen  .-^ome  partridges. 

From  this  place  into  our  camp,  a  distance 
of  three  or  four  miles,  we  had  .some  magnifi- 
cent shooting.  Around  the  yillage  where  our 
tents  were  being  pitched  we  found  fields  in- 
terspersed with  low.  thorny  jungles,  in  wliich 
[)artridges  swarmed,  while  numbers  of  hares 
were  to  be  found  lying  out  in  the  dry  stony 
stream  beds.  In  these  circumstances  lunch 
was  not  to  be  thought  of,  and,  allowitig  our- 
selves a  couple  of  minutes  to  hastily  gulp 
down  some  food  brought  from  our  tents,  which 
were  by  this  time  pitched,  we  continued  shoot- 
ing. In  the  evening  we  found  that  we  had  se- 
cured forty-eight  Tibetan  partridges  and 
twenty-five  hares.  That  night  the  cold  was 
extreme,  a  thermometer  laid  on  the  ground 
under  the  outer  fly  of  the  tent  registering  a 
minimum  temperature  of  10  deg.  below  zero. 
The  next  morning  we  decided  to  pursue  larger 
game,  and  started  in  different  direction's  at 
about  8  a.m.  I  saw  several  herds  of  .burhel. 
but  no  ram  worth  shooting.  On  returning  to 
camp  in  the  evening  I  found  my  friend  had 
already  arrived  with  a  burhel  bearing  a  good 
pair  of  horns. 

.After    three    days    at   this    camp,    wc    com- 
menced  our  return   journey,   and   pitched   our 
tents  for  the  night  at  the  hot   springs   which 
we  had  passed  on  our  way  out.     The  temper- 
ature of  the  water  was  102  deg,  P>hr.,  but  the 
extremely  cold  air  made  us  shirk  a  bath  open 
to  the  sky.     Here  we  were  told  that  gt  a  dis 
tance  of  a  couple  of  miles  was  a  shrine  at  the 
end  of  a   natural   tunnel   running   many  yards 
into  a  hill,  and  which,  a  few  months  previouslyi 
had  been  visited  by  so  holy  a  personage  as  the 
Tashi    Lama.      W^e   resolved   to  visit   it,   and, 
after  a  hasty   lunch,   started.     We  found   the 
shrine  in  charge  of  a  Lama  and  his  aged  moth- 
er.   The  mouth  of  the  cave  had  been  built  up, 
and  a  doorway  made  in  the  wall.     Passing  the 
door,  we  found  ourselves  in  a  roomy  cave  part- 
ly open  to  the  heavens,  in  which  were  a  few 
relics   and    idols,   among   which    was   a   .solid 
piece  of  stone  weigning  about' aolb.,  carved, in 
the  shape  of  a  boot,  which  was  traditionally 
supposed  to  be  the  boot  of  some  hdly  man  ot 
bygone    agC4.     This    our    Tibetan    ■crvanU' 
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placed  on  their  heads  for  a  few  moments,  pre- 
sumably   acquiring   some    merit   thereby.      At 
one  end  of  this  cave  a  rope  was  dangling  from 
the  pitch  black  entrance  to  a  cavern  or  tun- 
nel  about  20ft.    from   the  ground   and   3ft.   in 
diameter.     The   Lama   swarmed   up   this   rope 
as  easily  as  though   he   were  walking  on  the 
flat,  but  we. found  the  ascent  a  very  difficult 
and   hazardous   task,   and   after   removing  our 
boots  in  order  to  run  less  risk  of  falling,  we 
were  pulled   into  the  hole  by  the  Lama,  who 
iiad  prcCcCieQ  us,  Dcarmg  u  rucic  x  i'•^t:^.■^■.•  i^m^i. 
Arrived  here,  our  troubles  were  to  begin.    We 
had  to  go  at  least  50  yards  into  th'e  heart  of 
the   mountain,   sometimes   crawling   on   hands 
and  knees,  and  in  one  place  dropping  about  6ft. 
into  a  dark  hole,  at  the  bottom  of  which  was  a 
pool  of  water.     At  length  we  reached  the  holy 
of  holies,  where,  around  a  spring  of  clear,  fresh 
water,  some  grass  was  growing,  which,  never 
having  seen  light,  except  occasionally  that  of 
the    Lama's    lamp,    was    pure   white.      On    re- 
turning, a  rock  was  pointed  out  to  us,  under 
wdiich  none  but  the  righteous  could  pass,  and 
we  found  it  both  a  difficult  and  a  dirty  task 
to   prove  our   rectitude.     Wc   were  very  glad   . 
to  regain  the  light,  where  we  found  ourselves 
plastered  with  red  mud  and  our  feet  soakirg 
wet.    Having  left  a  small  offering  in  ca.slr  with 
the  guardian  of  the  shrine,  we  rode  back  to  oitr^ 
camp  by  the  hot  springs.     Here  we  found  the' 
gentleman   whose  house  we  had^  occupied  on 
our  outward  journey  waiting  with  a  silk  scarl 
in  his  hands  to  make  the  call  which  politeness 
in   this  country   demand.s.      We  gave  him   in- 
teresting   information    of    the    outside    world, 
much  of  which  he  doubtless  accepted  with  sus- 
picion, and  he  invited  us  to  take  breakfast  with 
liini  when  passing  his  house  the  next  day. 

W'e  started  early  next  mcjrning  for  our  long 
ride    to    Gyantse.    and    stopped    for    breakfast 
with   our   Tibetan    friend.       We    entered    the 
principal  dwelling  room,  in  a  corner  of  which 
was    an    altar,    bearing    many    beautiful   idols, 
and  round  wKich  religious  pictures  were  hung, 
while    I  Ml    the    walls    were    suspended    several 
rifles,   without  one  of  which  it  would  be  un- 
safe to  travel   in   many  parts  of  the  country. 
In  this  rooni  we  were  invited  to  sit  on  cush- 
ions, a  l<nv,  prettily  carved  table  was  placsed 
in   front  of  ns,  and  the  meal   was  broiight  in, 
consistiiig  chiefly  of  a  stew  of  vermicelli  and 
meat,  which  had  to  be  eaten  with  chopsticks. 
After  a  pleasant  chat  with  our  host,  we  hur- 
ried on  our  road.     At  the  top  of  the  pass*  on 
which  my  companion  had  failed  to  get  a  shoti 
at  a  burhel  on  our  outward  journey  five  days 
before,    I    saw    .several    flocks   of 'snow    cock 
(Tetraogallus  tibetanus)  and  a  herd  of  bu'Hiel. 
I  decided  to  pursue  the  larger  game,  and,  after: 
a    prolonged    .-italk,    liit   one    which    I    thought 
carried  a  good  pair  of  horns,  and  he  sat  down 
while  the  rest  of  the  herd  galloped  away.     I 
knew  well  that  it  would  be  futile  tcf.walk  to- 
wards him.  for  frequently  a  wounded  animal 
is  more  difficult  to  approach   than  one  which 
has  not  been  hit.     I  let  him  sit  where  he  was 
for  about  a  quarter  pf  an  hour,  and  then  tried 
to  get  nearer  to  finish  him  off.     I  was,  how- 
ever, unsuccessful,  and  had  the  mortification 
of  seeing  him  gallop  off  on  three  legs,  giving 
me  a  difficult  shot,  which  I  missed.    I  tracked 
him  till  late  in  the  afternoon,  but  never  saw 
him  again  ,and  was  reluctantly  obliged  to  turn 
back.     As  it  was,  I   had  stayed  out  too  kite,: 
and  been  led  in  pursuit  of  this  wounded  ai|i- 
mal  further  than  1  had  intended,  so  that  I  was 
obliged  to  ride  the  last  ten  miles  acroas  couii*< 
try  in  pitch  darkness,  and  did  not  reach 
until  after  nine,  at  which  hour  it  waa 
cold.

"My  wife,"  remarked  a  husband  the  other 
day.  "spends  most  of  her  time  in  harrying  the 

poor." 

Xow,  this  was  said  of  a  lady  who  is  a 
philanthropist  and*,  exceedingly  good  to  her 
poorer  neighbors.  The  remark  was  made 
(luite  without  malice  and  with  no  idea  of  find- 
ing fault.  AH  the  more  it  gives  us  to  think. 
Arc  we  "harrying"  any  of  those  we  wish  to 
benefit?  Do  we  press  and  worry  them  unduly 
so  as  to  make  their  lives  a  burden?  We  know 
so  well  wliat  harrying  is.  IvIooL  of  us  have 
had  experience  of  'it  at  some  time  or  another 
at  the  hands  of  the  most  kindly  and  best  in- 
tentioned  people  in  the  world.  There  is  noth- 
ing we  dislike  more.  Yet  very  likely,  in  bliss- 
ful unconsciousness  we  are  guilty  of  precisely

If  we  truly  love  our  neighbors  (and  we 
are  told  this  is  our  duty),  it  is  so  difficult  not 
to  harry.  It  requires  the  greatest'  care  pos- 
sible not  to  "harry"  ignorant  people  when  we 
see  them  absolutely  bent  on  courses  wc  are 
convinced  are  bad  for  them.  The  fresh  air 
and  open  window  faith,  for  instance,  how  un- 
grateful  it  often  is  to  push  this  upon  people 


who  do  not  believe  in  it,  when  visiting  them. 
How  unwelcome  is  the  visitor  who  on  enter- 
ing a  room  at  once  exclaims  against  its  stuf- 
finess and  fidgets  till  she  can  get  some 
draughts  of  outside  air.  An  invalid  may  be 
present  to  whom  she  knows  quite  well  that 
air  is  the  one  thing  needful.  But  must  she 
say  so?  Ought  she  to  "harry"  or  leave  the 
matter  alone?  There  is  no  answer.  Each  in- 
dividual must  do  the  best  that  is  possible  un- 
der the  circumstances.  Marrying  generally 
implies  fussiness.  Anyway,  we  can  try  to 
avoid  that 

Children,  too,  are  often  harried.  There 
are  homes  where  the  holidays  are  (|uite  spoil- 
ed by  harrying.  Toys  left  about,  or  hats,  or 
papers  or  books  are  confiscated  if  discovered 
in  wrong  places. 

Fines  arc  instiltitcd  iiir  Miiaii  niiences,  too 
many  rules  are  made,  and  the  children  are 
seldom  let  alone.  One  of  the  bad  things 
about  harrying  is  that  it  is  liable  to  rouse 
temper  and  opposition.  On  the  wdiole,  the 
happy-go-lucky  homes  turn  out  better  tcm- 
jicred  children  than  the  harrying  households.

One  word  is  often  as  good,  or  better,  than 
a  dozen ;  it  may  seem  to  fall  on  deaf  ears  at 
the  time,  but  you  never  know\  The  very 
reticence  and  restraint  of  those  who  are  wise 
and  silent,  have  often  more  power  for  good 
than  all  the  harrying  that  was  ever  invented.

The  main  object  of  niosl  people  in  taking  a 
holiday  is  to  olA.iiu  rest,  boih  for  Imd)  and 
mind.  The  average  man — and  woman — re- 
solves to  free  himself  and  herself  from  the  or- 
dinary routine  of  c\eryday  life  in  lown.  .\nd 
to  this  end  they  rise  early,  go  to  bed  early, 
bow  the  neck  meekly  to  hectoring  landladies 
oi  extortionate  hotel  ])ro])rietors,  cat  and 
drink  things  they  would  never  drev.m  of  look- 
ing at  at  home,  .\n-.l  aljove  all.  ini*-  a«-<le  their 
regular  books  and  jja]  ers  and  soak  them- 
srlveS' in  "iK'^liday  liler.ui.re." 
Holiday    literature! 

Does  it  bring  rest  ami  recreation  ;  is  it 
calculated  to  sotjthe  and  calm,  and  at  the  same 
time,   gently   to   exhilarate? 

Here  arc  some  samples  of  this  holiday 
jiaper  and   print,  judge   for  yourself. 

One  volume  ostentatiously  labelled  "fi^r 
holiday  reading"  deals  with  a  tcrrit)ly  blood- 
chilling  murder,  the  gruesome  details  of 
which  are  drawn  riul  to  a  length  wortliy  of  a 
Christmas  annual. 

Another  relates  the  hair-curling  advcnlures 
of  a  detective,  who  is  per])etually  at  the  point 
of  death  at  the  hands  of  ruffians  who  ought, 
bv  rights,  to  be  in  the  room  at  .some  wax- 
work exhibili(n)  instead  of  figuring  in  a 
volume  adverti.sed  as  being  s[)ecially  designeil 
fot  consnmpti*^)!)  "by  sea,  moor  or  lake."  The

THE    SUMMER    GOWN 


Every  post  brings  to  the  editorial  table  a 
demand  for  simple  summer  gowns  that  will 
look  nice,  and  yet  be  easy  to  make.'  The  sea- 
bon  has  never  been  more  prolific  in  this  re- 
spect. There  arc  countless  numbers  of 
gowns,  which,  as  regards  construction,  may 
i)c  described  as  entirely  simple,  and  their  suc- 
cess. u])on  a  careful  investigation,  will  be 
found  to  depend  more  upon  the  choice  of  ma- 
terial and  happy  contrast  in  the  matter  of 
trimming  than  U])on  elaborate  plan. 

Here  upon  this  l)age  are  four  frocks  made 
with  plain  skirts  suited  t(j  different  <Kcasions 
and  times  of  day.  The  upper  sketch  shows  a 
frock  for  afternoon  wear,  made  of  piece  em- 
broidery, with  hem  of  very  beautiful  stitch- 
ery.    The  bodice  is  cpt  in  cross-over  style,  and 


the  sleeve  is  set  in  the  (ordinary  way,  the 
edging  which  forms  the  decoration  coming 
just  over  the  seam,  thus  giving  the  long 
shoulder  effect  that  is  .still  so  dominant.  The 
right-hand  side  of  the  bodice  is  really  cut  off 
at  the  waist  line,  though  it  is' so  arranged  as 
to  look  as  though  it  were  continued  in  die 
form  of  a  one-sided  tablier  or  half  tunic.  This 
tunic  continne-;  ronnil  the  figure  to  the  back 
of  the  right  hip,  and  al  that  jioint  a  satin 
rosette  with  two  long  ends  is  set.  The  chem- 
isette is  of  tucked  net.  and  it  can  be  made  up 
in  figured  voile  "r  nnislin.  or.  if  a  foulard 
were  cho.s.en,' then  the,  little  tunic  could  Ijc  of 
iransparent  ninoil,  showing  the  embroidery 
through. 

The  second  figure  wears  a  zephyr  frock  of 
pale  blue  tone.  The  yoke  is  of  striped  blue 
and  white  zephyr  or  gingham,  and  bands  of 
the  same  pretty  material  %lTord  the  decorative 
note.  The  bodice,  it  will  be  seen,  is  arranged 
in  somewhat  high waisted  style,  and  about 
two  inches  of  the  striped  material  is  set  on  so 
as  to  form  a  little  basque.  Here,  again,  the 
supplementary  chemisette  may  be  added,  to- 
gether with  curls  of  mbrcjidercd  lawn  or  lace. 
This  would  be  a  pretty  little  frock  if  made  of 
serge.  If,  for  example,  an  ivory  serge  were 
chosen,  the  yoke  ami  trimming.s  could  be  of 
striped  satin.

The  collar  of  Irish  lace  finishes  off 
the  neck,  and,  if  a  chemi.sette  be  required,  therr* 
it  should  be  of  very  tightly  stretched  white 
silk  net.  Many  of  the  striped  gowns  are 
veiled  with  tunics  of  ninon;  indeed,  there  is 
almost  a  suggestion  of  timorousness  in  the 
prevailing  fashion  of  covering  up  or  half  veil- 
ing striped  satins  ami  §ilks. 

Referring  again,  for  the  moment,  to  the 
subject  of  the  Hnen  gown,  one  or  two  French 
models  are  made  with  drawn-thread  work 
upon  the  wide  hem.  The  lapels  of  the  coats 
and  the  hems  of  the  tunics  are  treatecHln  this 
manner,  and  it  is  very  effective.  Insertions 
of  lace  are  etnployed  in  the  same  way.

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Japan  received  us  royally.  On  entering 
Yokohama  harbor  the  jnayor  and  the  presi- 
dent of  the  chamber  of  commerce  came  on 
bujird  and  conferred  ufion  us  the  freedom  of 
the  city  and  presented  us  each  with  solitl  sil- 
ver badges  bearing  words  of  welcome.  Our 
trip  acroSsS  the  island  empire  was  like  a  tri- 
umphal ]irogres.s.  From  emperor  to  ])easant 
all  joined  in  contributing  to  the  pleasure  of 
.lur  visit.  Tliere  wer<?' smiles.  "Ohios."  ban- 
zais,  arches,  flags,  balls,  bands  and  entertain- 
ments everywhere. 

Ours  was  the  largest  civilian  party  that 
had  ever  visited  Japan.  Our  visit  was  con- 
sidered as  an  international  event  of  import- 
ance, and  welcoming  us  the  Japanese  felt  that 
they  were  showing  their  good  will  to  all  Am- 
erica. There  were  more  fluttering  American 
flags  in  Japan  than  1  have  seen  in  our  own 
land.  Usuallx-  the  stars  and  stripes  anil  the 
rising  sun  were  crossed  and  waved  together. 

In  return  for  this  royal  w^elcome  we  left  a 
trail  of  gold  across  the  empire  and  carried 
home  with  us  such  a  friendly  feeling  for  these 
energetic,  progressive  little  peojde  that  our 
visit  will  probably  prfivc  a  potential  influence 
in  maintaining  cordial  relations  between  the 
United  States  and  Japan.  Only  imbecile 
statesmanship  at  Washington  and  Tokio  can 
ever  set  the  Japanese  AiTierican  boys  to  kill- 
ing one  another,  I  am  sure. 

Yukoliatua  is  a  modern  and  prosperous 
city.  Its  sea  front  around*  the  deep  harbor  has 
a  solid  European  apj^earance.  The  city  is  the 
product  of  the  last  50  years.  Yokohama  is 
one  of  the  most  interesting  and  attractive 
cities  in  the  world.  To  get  an  idea  of  Yoho- 
liama  as  a  whole  two  or  three  jinrikisha  rides 
usually  are  taken.  One  is  through  the  Japan- 
rse  quarter,  the  temples,  tea  houses'  and  monu- 
ments. .Xnother  attractive  ride  is  down  the 
I'lund,  or  waterfront,  past  the  foreign  hotels 
and  residences  of  foreigners.  A  delightful  af- 
ternoon ride  is  over  the  bluff,  and  ])ast  the 
well  knovvn  Tea  House  of  a  Hundred  Steps, 
famous  for  its  beautiful  view. 

The  most  interesting  features  of  these 
rides  are  not.  however,  the  views,  but  the 
curious  things  Japanese  seen.  When  we 
mounted  our  jinrikisha  the  first  time  we  felt 
as  self  conscious  as  if  we  were  riding  in  a  baby 
carriage  down  Broadway. 

The  shops  ne.xt  concentrate  the  attention 
of  the  visitor.  Shopping  in  Japan  is  poetry. 
In  Yokohama  it  sooi#becomes  a  mania.  Yo- 
kohajjia  is  the  most  fascinating  shopping 
city  in  the  world,  partly  on  account  of  the  deli- 
cate, artistic  beauty  and  cheapness  of  the 
goods  and  partly  on  account  of  the  ceremonial 
pofiteness  of  the  shopkeepers.  In  stores  less 
frequented  by  foreigners  the  old  custom  of 
removing  one's  shoes  at  the  door,  of  being 
served  with'  tea  from  daintily  painted  cups 
and  drinking  it  with  girl  clerks  before  examin- 
ing the  goods  is  still  maintained.  After  this 
hypnotic  ceremony  the  customer  is  ready  to 
buy  anything  at  an"y  price. 

Japanese  children  are  well  worth  observ- 
ing. The  babies  are  the  best  babies  in  thr 
world.  They  never  cry.  What  a  disturbance 
would  an  American  baby  with  lusty  lungs 
create  in  a  Japanese  house  where  the  inside 
walla,  are  all  made  of  paper  screens!  The 
goodness  of  the  Japanese  baby  makes  life 
bearable  in  a  country  -as  densely  inltahited 
as  Japan  for  Japftn  hat  a  population  half  ai(, 
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guide  asked  if  it  was  much  worse  than  the 
slums  of  New  York  or  San  Fjrancisco.  We 
told  him  that  it  suggested  paradise  in  com- 
parison. The  house  was  one  .story  high  and 
built  of  bamboo  and  pappr.  The  inmates  had 
plenty  of  fresh /air,  sun  ijind  water. 

To  see  Japan  and  •the  Japanese  it  is  wel^ 
to  leave  the  more  beaten  paths  and  to  visit 
the  interior,  stopping  at  J fipanese  inns.  If 
one  stops  at  these  inns  he  soon  finds  every- 
thing curious  and  himself  a  curiosity. 

I  have  just  learned  that  this  year's  cruise 
of  the  Clevland  has  been  advanced  to  Oct.  21, 
which  will  bring  the  tourists  to  Japan  during 
the  peach  blossom  season. 

Our  party  proceeded  to  Kobe  and     Naga- 
saki with  frequfcnt  digressions.    The  represen- 
tatives of  the  tourist  department  of  the  Ham- 
burg-America^ line  had  already  gone  over  the 
ground   and   made   every   provision     for     our 
comfort. _  The  25  years'  experience  in  organiz- 
incr  such  trips  was  a  guarantee  of  our  com- 
piete  comrorT.    1  nose  wno  came  uy   luc  v^icvc- 
land'  instead  of  by   rail   arrived  at  the   dock. 
They  were  greeted  by  the  mayor,  who  shook 
hands  with  every  one,  while  a  thousand  Jap- 
anese college  boys  and  girls,     with     waving 
flags  and  a  playing  band,  gave  us  a  noisy  wel- 
come.    The  long  narrow  principal  street  was 
bright  with  Japanese  and  American  flags. 

Nagasaki  also  received  us  enthusiastically. 
We  found  the  city  very  attractive.  Many  took 
delightful  rides  in  jinrikishas  over  the  moun- 
tain roads.  The  night  the  Cleveland  sailed 
from  Japan  a  "feas.t  of  lanterns"  was  given 
in  our  honor.  At  least  20,000  men  and  boys, 
every  one  carrying  a  lighted  Japanese  lan- 
tern,' marched  along  the  streets  near  the  har- 
bor. From  the  ship  it  appeared  like  a  moving 
ma.ss  of  light.  As  our  ship  lifted  anchor  and 
we  sailed  away  this  great  army  with  their 
colored  lights  wound  up  around  the  mountain 
roads  like  a  long  serpent  of  fire.  It  was  the 
most  beautiful  exhibition  on  our  trip,  and  it 
was  a  most  appropriate  sayonara  from  de- 
lightful Japan.

"OUR   NEIGHBORS" 


great  as  that  of  the  United  States  crowded 
into  a  space  not  as  large  as  that  of  the  single 
state  of  California. 

Tokio.  the  capital  of  Japan,  is  one  of  the 
largest  cities  of  the  world.  At  the  hotel  a 
brilliant  ball  was  given  in  our  honor  by  the 
owners  of  six  leading  Japanese  newspapers. 
'The  prime  minister  sent  his  son  to  represent 
the  government.  The  center  of  Tokyo  is  oc- 
cupied by  the  mikado's  palace.  A  great  area 
surrounding'  the  palace  has  been  converted 
into  parks  and  public  grounds,  and  about  them 
has  been  erected  a  large  number  of  govern- 
ment buildings.  In  this  central  governmental 
district  is  a  very  excellent  foreign  hotel. 

To  see  the  extremes  of  life  in  a  Japanese 
city  a  few  of  us-  irisited  the  slums  of  Tokyo. 
"Show  us  the  worst  place  in  Tokyo,"  we  said 
to  the  guide.  The  guide  quickly  straightened 
up  and  exclaimed,  "Pride  of  my  country  for- 
bids." Finally  consenting,  he  led  us  for  about 
half  an  hour  through  the  lower  quarter  of 
the  city  until  we  reached  the  real  slums.  Here 
the  streets  were  too  narrow  to  admit  our 
jinrikishas.  In  this  labyrinth  the  houses  are 
frame  and  one  story  high,  with  usually  a  lit- 
tle dooryard  behind  a  high  fence. 

After  removing  our  shoes  we  entered  a 
small  house  of  four  rooms,  none  of  which 
were  over  6  by  8  feet  in  size.     Our  ashamed 
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The   writer   of   the   Monthly    Summary   of 
the    Japanese    Religious    Press,    published    by 
the     Japan     Mail,     quotes     the     "Kirisutokyo 
Sekai"  to  the  following  effect :  Judging     from 
the   recent   utterances   of   Ministers   of   State, 
the   Katsura   Ministry   has^  come  to  the  con- 
clusion  that  religion   mu^  be   utilizejl   as     a 
means  of  tifrning  out  loyal   subjects'  of     the 
Emperor.     The  connection  of  the  adoption  of 
this  new  opinion  by  upper  ofificials  with  the 
Kotoku  incident  is  too  plain  to  be  mistaken  by 
anybody.      Had    not    that    incident    occurred, 
the    instructions    recently    given    to    the   gov- 
ernors by   the   home   minister  and  those   ad- 
dressed to   the   directors  of   high   schools   by 
the  minister  of  educa|j|n  would  ,j;crtaihly  not 
have  taken  the  character  they  bore.     It  has 
been  pointed  out  by  several  Christian  organs 
that  if  religion  much  needed  as  a  supplement 
to  law  and  the  physical  force  which  is  at  its 
back  as  a  means  of  restraining  people     from 
acts  of  violence  or  cruelty  today,  it  has  been 
equally  needed  during  the  past  43  years     of 
the  Meiji  era,     But  what  the  government  is 
now  recoiftmei^ding  as  a  remedy  for  the  sup- 
posed existing' levils  is  not  religion,  but  mere 
ancestor-worship.     Writing  on  this     subject, 
the  "Kirisutokyo  Sekai"  says  in  effect:  Have 
we  not  as  a  nation  excelled  in  ancestor-wor- 
ship?   And  as  regards  arty  want  of  respect  for 
the  Imperi*!  House,  it  has  only  ever  existed 
in  the  minds  of  a  few  jcbels.    The  notion  that 
the  sentiment  which  incites  people  to  worship 
their  ancMtoril   i*   rtttlgi^Hfs   has  often   been 
ettttnai|i«<l  1>y  uij*|iHg?t^ii«d  ptopl^  in  var- 
ibiti  «<^tt1«i.    It  Wlohgii.lO  the  elementary 


.stage  of  religious  thought.     To  imagine   that 
among  a  progressive  people  like  ourselves  in 
this  44th  year  of  Meiji  sucli  a  doctrine  stands 
any  chance  of  general     acceptance.     disjS^ays 
])rofound    ignorance   of   the   present   state     of 
thought  in  this  country.    To  attempt  to  saddle 
us  with  such  teachings  can  oniy  be  compared 
to  an  endeavon  to  get  adults  to  dress  like  chil- 
dren.   (.'\dakamo  jido  no  ifuku  wo  mottc  kore 
wo  (laijin  ni  chakuyo  seshimuru  to  ippan,  etc.) 
Ancestor-worship  may  come  easily  enou^rh  in 
the  case  of  persons  who  already  have  deep  re- 
ligious   sentiment,   but   to     preach      ancestor- 
worship  to  ])eople  who  have  never  been  in  the 
habit  of  worshipping  at  all,  wdio  do  not  feel 
the  need  of  doing  it  and  who  have  no  belief 
at  all  in  another  world  is  utterly  useless.     Of 
course,  it  is  probable  that  all  that  the  authori- 
ties want  is  to  indiice' people  to  worship  the 
state   more  and  more,   but   to  grve  this  state- 
worship  the  name  of  religion  teems  to  imply 
that  the  government  have  a  very  poor  opinion 
of  the  intelligence  of  the  people  they  are  rul- 
ing.   Can  they  be  igjj,orant  of  the  fact  that  re- 
ligious thought  in  this  country  today  is  such 
that  the  notion  they  have  fathered  can  only 
excite  ridicule  or  pity  in  the  minds  of  all  edu- 
cated religionists?     Surely  this     attempt     to 
conduct  the  nation  back  to  the  days  of     its 
childhood  is  one  of     the     most     remarkable 
moves  that  have  been  made  in  recent  times. 
According  to  our  ideas,  worship  of  ancestors 
that  is  of  any  real  benefit  to  the  worshippers 
rtiust  be  based  on  belief  in  God  and  the  im- 
mortality of  the  goul.     Without     this     such 
worship  is  ai^mere  empty  ceremony. 

In  discussing  tfiis  question  it  is  nvcessary 
to  define  precise^  t}>e  meaning  which  should 


be  attached  to  the  Japanese  sosen  sohai.  If 
the  ideographs  used  are  to  be  understood  as 
signifying  that  the  same  kind  of  homage  is  to 
be  paid  to  the  spirits  of  the  dead  as  is  paid 
to  the  supreme  being,  if  sohai  is  the  equival- 
ent of  soshin  reihai,  then  as  Christians  the 
practice  of  ancestor-worship  is  objectionable 
to  us,  but  if  mere  veneration  is  meant  or  ad- 
miration for  thc'r  virtues,  then  this  resembles 
ordinary  hero-worship  and  it  has,  of  course,  no 
specially  religious  Vilement  in  it.  Such  venera- 
tion fm-  ancestors"  is  best  expressed  by  the 
compounds  sokei  santan. 

.Some  people  will  doubtless  affirm  that  re- 
ligion is  all  a  species  of  hero-worship,  and 
this  is  true  to  a  certain  extent.  It  is  founded 
on  a  veneration  for  all  that  is  good  in  the 
lives  of  those  men  whose  .sayings  and  actions 
have  been  made  known  to  us.  Biit  the  degree 
of  veneration  felt  for  virtuous  men  and  that 
felt  for  God  is  not  only  different  in  degree, 
but  different  in  kind.  Those  who  take  tl>cm 
to  be  the  same  do  not  ktiow  what  real  relig- 
ion is.  It-is  only  among  barbarians  that  such 
crude  notions  prevail.  As  one  of  our  old  cus- 
toms the  respect  shown  for  ancestors  is  un- 
doubtedly worthy  of  being  retained  and  (en- 
couraged in  every  way.  Its  educational  value 
must  be  apparent  to  everybody,  but  the  at- 
tempt now  being  made  to  convert  this  venera- 
tion fpr  forefathers  into  a  basis  for  a  religious 
relief  that  it  is  desired  to  bring  into  exist- 
ence de  novo  or  to  resuscitate  after  ages  of 
disuse,  is  bound  to  end  in  failure.

(Continued  from  Fage  Seven') 
singular  fact  that  up  to  this  time  the  only 
protests  which  we  have  heard,  have  emanated 
from  American  statesmen  who  think  that  we 
should  observe  our  treaty  obligations?  But 
there  is  a  phase  of  this  matter  more  striking 
than  all  this.  We  are  proceeding  to  violate 
our  treaty  obligations,  not  only  without  pro- 
test from  Great  Britain,  with  whom  we  enter- 
ed into  this  obligation  but  with  her  consent, 
and   under  her  solicitation   and  advice. 

I  have  been  permitted  to  see  letters  written 
by  British  naval  officers  to  prominent  Ameri- 
can statesmen  strongly  urging  us  to  fortify 
the  canal.  •  It  is  an  open  secret  in  Diplomatic 
circles  in  Washington  that  the  two  great  pow- 
ers have  become  allies,  not  by  a  written  treaty 
but  by  an  un<lerstanding  that  is  stronger  than 
any  .written  treaty. 

W'hat  does  it  mean?     It  means  this:  that 
if  Great  Britain  should  be  engaged  in  a  naval 
struggle  rendering  it  important  to  dispatch  a 
fleet  to  Australia,  she  shall  have  an  open  and 
direct  route  through  the  canal.     It  means  that 
while  the  canal  may  be  blockaded,  or  closed 
as  against  other  nations,  it  shall  remain  abso- 
lutely neutral  as  to  Great  Britain.     It  means 
that  while  the  United  States  shall  have     the 
exclusive  right  to  regulate  and  manage     the 
canal,  the  right  to  control  „its  use  shall  not 
rest  exclusively  in  the  United  States,  but  shall 
be  shared  by  Great  Britain,  and  by  her  alone. 
And  finally,  it  means  that  if  in  the  evolution  of 
time,  the  world  should  find  itself  in  the  throes 
of    a    great    Armigeddon,    these     two    great 
powers,  the  mightiest  representatives  of  the 
Aryan   race   will   be   found   with   their  shields 
locked,  presenting  a  common  defence  of  Anglo 
Saxon  civilization! 

Well,  be  It  so,  for  though  as  an  American  I 
have  not  been  able  at  all  times  to  agree  with 
my  countrymen  as  to  our  foreign  policy,  yet 
I  am  an  American,  and  can  heartily  respond 
to  Decatur's  loyal  sentiment— "My  country, 
may  she  be  always  right;  but  right  or  wrong 
— my  country !" 

If  I  were  permitted  to  amend  this  senti- 
ment, I  would  say  of  our  neighbors— especial- 
ly our  Canadian  neighbors— "May  they  be  al- 
ways right— but,  right  or  wrong,  they  are 
still  Our  Neighbors."
